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U.S. AGREES TO EASING 


OF ALLIED RESTRICTIONS 


ON TRADE WITH RED CHINA 


TIGHTER CURBS 


ON COMMERCE 
WITH EUROPE'S 
RED BLOG URGE 


Washington, Bowing to 
Britain and Japan, 
Presents Revision Pro- 
posal to Embassies of 
14 Nations. 


WASHINGTON, April 20 
(AP)—The United States, bow- 
ing to British and Japanese 
pressure, has agreed to an eas- 
ing of Allied restrictions on 
trade with Red China. At the 
same time it has proposed tight- 


er controls on trade with the 


Soviet bloc in Europe. 


However, the bar on all U.S. 
trade with Red China will stand. 

This was disclosed by the 
State Department today in a 
statement which said an Ameri- 
can proposal on revising the 
trade control system had been 
presented to the embassies of 
14 Allied countries here in the 
past week. | 

Both Britain and Japan have 
long urged that the United 
States agree to an increase in 
Allied trade with the Chinese 
Communists. Britain particular- 
ly has advocated that the em- 
bargo on goods to Red China be 
reduced to the same level as 
that applied to Russia and its 
European satellites. 

The American proposal con- 
stitutes the first major gain for 
the British and Japanese de- 
mands although the whole mat- 
ter is still subject to negotiation 
among the 15 countries partic- 
ipating in the system. The 15 
are all the North Atlantic treaty 
organization countries, except 
Iceland, plus Japan. 

Major Points Listed. 

The statement issued by press 
officer Stewart Lilico disclosed 
that the United States proposal 
made these major points: 

1. Some items of trade “for 
peaceful use” which are now 
embargoed for Red China 
would be removed from the 
control list and placed on the 
same basis that they now have 
with the European Soviet bloc. 
The Soviet embargo list is much 
shorter than the Red China list. 

2. Some other items now em- 
bargoed for Red China “would 
continue under embargo and 
would be added to the European 
Soviet bloc list” but under a 
lesser degree of control. That 
was interpreted to mean that 
the sale of these items might 
be controlled as to quantity. 

3. The present “exceptions” 
procedure by which Allied 
countries sometimes sell embar- 
goed items to Red China or 
Russia in spite of the embargo 
would be tightened. Britain has 
used the exceptions procedure 
increasingly in the last year 
with the argument that the 
{tems sold would not increase 
the Communist war potential. 

4. The United States intends 
to make no change whatever in 
its own policy of embargoing 
“all trade with Communist 
China.” This was put into ef- 
fect when Red China entered 
the Korean war. 

Some Items Mentioned. 

The State Department did not 
specify what items were in- 
volved in the United States pro- 
posal. But informants said items 
now embargoed for Red China, 
but not for Russia, include such 
things as farm tractors, some 
automotive equipment, various 
types of railroad items, tele- 
phone and chemical equipment, 
and iron and steel sheets of a

The Eisenhowers will be ac- 
companied by Secretary of the 
Treasury George M. Humphrey 
and Mrs. Humphrey, who are 
house guests at ‘“Mamie’s 
cabin,” presidential cottage on 
the grounds of the Augusta Na- 
tional Gelf Club. 

What Mrs. Eisenhower would 
wear on Easter was a subject 
for speculation today. Presi- 
dential Press Secretary James 
C. Hagerty declined to say any- 
thing about what she will wear 
“until she wears it.” Asked 
whether this course stemmed 
“from bitter experience,” Hag- 
erty grinned and said it did. 

“When they write out what 
she will wear tomorrow and 
give it to me I will give it to 
you,” Hagerty said. 

The President, who has been 
handling some White House 


business each morning, signed 
six bills today, including a 
measure to permit the Treasury 
to increase the interest rate on 


a United States savings bonds to 


3% from 3 per cent. 

Congressional approval of the 
rise in the interest rate on series 
| E and H bonds was made advis- 
able because af increased in- 
| come available from other types 
‘of investments. The bill per- 
|mitting it was one of the few 
items on the Administration 
program enacted before the 
Easter recess. 


The Treasury has indicated it 
will make the higher rate effec- 
tive on all bonds sold on or 
after Feb. 1. 

In a statement, Mr. Eisenhow- 
er said that 40,000,000 Ameri- 
cans now own more than 41 
billion dollars in E and H bonds 
and he invited further partici- 
pation jn the savings bond pro- 
gram. /*He called the program 
“an integral part of the Ameri- 
can way of life.” 

“We want to see more people 
continually buying more bonds 
so that savings bonds provide 
even greater financial protec- 
tion for our people in the years

| DAYLIGHT SAVING 
TIME WILL BEGIN 
WEEK FROM TODAY 


Residents of the St. Louis 
metropolitan area will make 
their annual readjustment to 
daylight saving time next Sun- 
day. 

Clocks will be turned. one 
hour ahead by most persons 
before they go to bed Satur- 
day night although the official 
changeover occurs at 2 a.m. 
next Sunday. 

Daylight saving time, de- 
signed to provide an extra hour 
of sunshine during summer 
months, will continue to Oct. 
27 this year. The time was ex- 
tended to late October in 1956, 
following a trend begun in 
eastern metropolitan centers. 

Airline schedules at Lambert- 
St. Louis Field will be on day- 
light saving time. Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad said its public 
train schedules will be on day- 
light time for passengers, but 
actually the trains will operate 
on standard time as required by 
the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, The New York Central 
System said its timetables also 
would be based on “people’s 
time,” although not all sched- 
ules would be adjusted exactly 
one hour.

WASHINGTON, April 20 
(AP)—The teamsters union is 
reported to have asked that no 


record be kept of its AFL-CIO 
trial on corruption charges. 

AFL-CIO sources interpret 
this to mean that the Teamsters 
do not want in existence a writ- 
ten transcript which could be 
subpenaed by the Senate La- 
bor-Management Investigating 
Committee and combed over 
for possible new evidence 
against the union. 

It is still not clear whether 
the Teamsters will send repre- 
sentatives to defend the union 
at the trial, which is scheduled 
to be held May 6 behind closed 
doors. 

Such trials are customarily 


held in secret, and it is up to/| ' 


the defendant union whether a 
record will be kept. 

The 1,400,000-member Team- 
sters organization came under 
charges from its parent AFL- 
CIO as a result of the Senate 
Committee’s disclosures against 
Teamsters President Dave Beck 
and other high officers.

Eagleton, 27 years old, keeps 
close watch on the functioning 
of- his office. In the course of 
the day he makes rounds of the 
courtrooms to check on prog- 
ress of trials, but does not in- 
terfere with the assistants who 
are prosecuting the cases. 

He personally checks files of 
all cases in which charges are 
issued or indictments voted. In 
addition, he makes spat checks 
of files of cases in which 
charges are refused. In his 
campaign he said he felt the 
circuit attorney's job was an 
administrative one, and: that is 
how he has been Handling it. 

In connection with the reduc- 
tion of the trial dockets, Eagle- 
ton praises both the assignment 
division under Judge Aronson 
and the trial divisions presided 
over by other judges. 

One move made recently by 
the judges was an amendment 
of court rules which set up an 
“inactive docket.’’ For the 
most part these are old cases, 
in which defendants are in in- 
stitutions or have disappeared.

lor William B, Kline said yester- 
day. 

The surveys were for the 
Maline and Coldwater creek 
drainage areas in the north 


for Maline cost $41,000 and that 
for Coldwater cost $77,000, but 
the money was spent before the 
Sewer District came into being. 

Kline said that since the 
county has no jurisdiction over 
sewage problems and no legal 
| power to construct sewers, it 
| should not have to pay for plans 
made for that purpose. | 

William Q. Kehr, executive | 
director of the sewer district, 
said the survey plans have not 
been used by the district al- 
though they might be utilized 
in the third, or final, phase of 
the projects. 

However, last June 21 the dis- 
trict reported that engineering 
plans for a trunk sewer in the 
upstream part of Maline creek 
were being prepared by “modi- | 
fying” the survey. | 

Kehr said he had no knowl- 
edge of an offer by Edward 
Fulton, engineer who prepared | 
the plans, to revise them with- 
out charge to meet changed | 
conditions. Fulton told the | 
Post-Dispatch he made the offer | 
verbally to L. E. Ordelheide, 
Kehr's predecessor, and “at | 
least one trustee” of the district. 

Fulton's offer has been dis- 
cussed, the _ Post-Dispatch 
learned, by county officials in 
negotiations with officials of 
the Federal Housing and Home 
Finance Agency’s regional of- 
fice at Fort Worth, Tex. Kehr 
said the purpose of the negotia- 
tions was to consider the prob- | 
lem of repayment of the federal 
loans. 

He expressed confidence that 
the problem will be solved “in 
an equitable manner.” The dis- | 
trict is seeking now to deter- 
mine the extent of its financial | 
liability, he said. | 

Kehr said it was his under- | 
standing that the district did 
not assume financial respon- 
sibilities of any areas it em-| 
braced when it was set up. | 
Furthermore, he _ said, some | 
plans that resulted from the 
Maline and Coldwater surveys 
made with those federal funds 
have been useless. 

The loans were interest-free 
and not due for repayment until | 
time to start work on the propj- 
ects covered.

FOR 20 YEARS he has been moving 
in and out of the capital on one job 
and another. When he testified recently 
before a congressional committee he 
realized that he had known more than 
half the members as friends or acquaint- 
ances of long standing. 

In his quiet, unspectacular fashion, 
Folsom champions the President’s $71,- 
800,000,000 budget including the proposed 
appropriation for school construction that 
has come under fierce attack by the 
United States Chamber of Commerce. 
This makes him a somewhat lonely figure 
in the rarefied atmosphere at the top of 


big business. But recalling that he favored | 
a federal system of social security in the | time. 


thirties, when 96 of 
the executives of 
America’s 100 largest 
corporations opposed 
it, he seems not in 
the least worried. 

Of the $2,600,000.- 
000 which his depart- 
ment requested for 
1958, the House cut 
out only a negligible 
amount after restor- 
ing on roll call votes 
the _ sizable _ slices 
taken out by the Ap- 
propriations Commit- 
tee. Of the total, 
$1,500,000,000 is in 
public assistance 
grants to the states 
for the needy aged, 
blind, disabled and 
dependent children. 

Before committees and in speeches 

to business leaders, Folsom argues the 
need to expand the research his de- 
partment is doing into the problems of 
health and education in a complex in- 
dustrial society. It.is only in this way, 
he insists, that the ever-growing cost 
of public aid can be reduced. 


Before a Midwest business conference 
the other day, Secretary Folsom, who 
was treasurer and a director of the East- 
man Kodak Co., pointed to the $2,000,000 
item in his budget for research to find 
out why people become dependent on 
public welfare and to help eliminate some 
of the causes why, in the midst of high 
prosperity, 5,500,000 Americans should be 
getting relief money. 


He talks earnestly of the need to find 
out why of those who finish in the top 
one-fourth of high school only half go 
on to college. Of the top 10 per cent, 
40 per cent stop with high school. Re- 
search is aimed at finding typical gradu- 
ating classes and discovering whether 
incentives are lacking, whether courses 
fail to stimulate students’ minds, wheth- 
er it is essential to help out the family 
with a job on graduation from high 
school. 


“Surely,” he told the Midwest business 
men, “ 
mental illness when the annual tax bill 
for care of the mentally ill is more than 
$1,000,000,000 a year. Clearly it would 
be false economy to reduce the research 
program in heart disease when 653,000 
man-year of productive work are lost in 
industry each year because of heart dis- 
ease alone.” 


But it is not merely on the specialized 
projects in his own department that 
Folsom is firm in his championship of 
the controversial budget. He points out 
what so many critics ignore—that the 
1958 budget would take about the same 
proportion of the estimated national in- 


come as in the previous two years. That 
is about 4.3 per cent. 
“In the light of these figures,’ he said 


at the Midwest conference, “it is ridicu- 
lous to suggest, as some have done, that 
this Administration is throwing economy 
to the winds and is indulging in a great 
spending spree. In fact, many of the 
most experienced men in Government 
tell me that the testing and review of 
the budget within this Administation— 
the effort to search for economies and 
possible savings—are greater than they 
can remember. From my experience in 
business I would say that the budget 
of a. business firm is not subject to any- 
thing like the exacting and painstaking 
review and justification required for the 
budget of a Government agency today.”

Before he became Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare, Folsom was Under 
Secretary of the Treasury where he had 
a great deal to do with carrying out the 
first major tax revision in 79 years. The 
revised 900-page tax law is largely his 
work.

IN STILL ANOTHER function of his 
department—the Food and Drug Admin- 
istration—Folsom feels that the Govern- 
ment has not fulfilled its function under 
his concept of mutuality of interest be- 
tween business and Government. A com- 
mission that included business executives 
in the food and drug industry, appointed 
by his predecessor, Mrs. Oveta Culp 
Hobby, found that the administration of 
food and drug laws would require the 
tripling of the present force in the next 
10 to 15 years. This is because of the 
great increase in the food and drug 
industry with all sorts of new processing 
and packaging. 

He asked for $10,553,000 for the Food 
and Drug Administration for 1958, which 
compares with $7,979,000 appropriated 
for the current fiscal year. The House 
first reduced this drastically but later 
on a roll call vote restored the full 
amount, 

Folsom has by no means given up hope 
that Congress despite the inertia hanging 
over the present session will pass a school 
The bill sponsored by the Ad- 
ministration calls for direct grants totaling 
$325,000,000 a year for four years and a 
total of $750,000,000 for the same period 
for purchasing the bonds of school dis- 
tricts which cannot be sold. The latter 
would be repayable. A House Education 
and Labor subcommittee has just reported 
out a compromise between the Admin- 
istration proposal and a bill sponsored 
by Representative Augustine B. Kelley | 
(Dem.), Pennsylvania.. The compromise 
calls for $400,000,000 a year for five years 
and the same $750,000,000 for the pur- 
chase of school bonds. 


“I am convinced public opinion is 
behind a _ school construction bill,” 
Folsom says. “Take the percentages 
that the Gallup poll came up with 
recently. They showed four to one in 
favor of school aid by the Federal 
Government. They showed, too, that 
the public is not in favor of the Powell 
amendment.” 


The amendment brought up repeatedly 
by Representative Adam Clayton Powell 
(Dem.), New York, would forbid the ex- 
penditure of any federal funds to build 
schools in school districts that have not 
moved to integrate white and Negro 
pupils in accord with the Supreme Court 
integration ruling of nearly three years 
‘ago. Once the amendment is attached 
to the bill, Southerners are certain to 
filibuster it to death in the Senate. If 
civil rights legislation is adopted before 
the school bill comes up the latter will 
have a good chance of passage, in Folsom’s 
opinien. Most observers, it should be 
added, are more pessimistic. 

How much headway this business man 
who is also a skilled Government admin- | 
istrator is making in his campaign for 
the budget remains to be seen.

He recalled that he and Itzhak 
Ben-Zvi. now President of Israel, had 
a friendly relationship when Khalidi was 
mayor of Jerusalem and Ben Zvi was 
city counselor. “Of course, we are at 
loggerheads now,” he added. 

Khalidi was educated in the American 
University of Beirut in Lebanon and the 
Medical School of the University of Istan- 
bul (then Constantinople). He served in 
World War I with the Turkish Army but 
then joined Emir Feisal’s revolutionary 
forces against the Turks. Later he was a 


| health officer in Palestine under the Brit- 


ish mandate.

Why Taxes Are High 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


“Those terrible taxes—that spend- 
thrift government” are familiar tax- 
time cries. But generally the Ameri- 
can public seems most unaware of 
the real reason taxes are so high. 
That reason is war and its threat. 

“Spendthrift government?” As 
long as the arms race continues the 
United States must remain well 
armed. Arms will continue to in- 
crease in complexity and cost. Con- 
sequently, so will the federal budget, 
no matter how economy minded the 
government may be. 

“Wasteful foreign aid?” The great 
share of foreign aid money is mili- 
tary in purpose. Do we arbitrarily 
slice that and weaken our allies 
whose strength we need? Or do we 
eliminate the small portion that is 
true economic aid and thereby prove 
the Communists to be right when 
they say the U.S.A. is much more 
anxious to acquire military satellites 
than to help the smaller nations to 
acquire a stable economy? 

e truth is that there is no 
cheap way to live in a world of an- 
archy or violence, rather than law, 
which is the final answer to inter- 
national disputes. 

If the U.S. Government had not 
been in World War I and World War 
II and was not involved in another 
arms race, the U.S. Government 
ceuld eliminate virtually all income 
taxes on individuals and corpora- 
tions alike. The non-military expen- 
ditures probably could be taken care 
of by excise taxes and customs re- 
ceipts alone. 

What is the answer to war and 
therefore to high taxes? President 
Eisenhower stated the answer in his 
Suez crisis speech on last Oct. 31, 
“There is no peace without law.” 

The problems of securing just and 
enforceable world law are many. But 
we will not find the answer to either 
high taxes or war until those prob- 
lems are solved and a rule of law is 
instituted through the United Na- 
tions that can control the arms of 
war and make aggression impossible.

The Pittsburgh Plan 


Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The Pittsburgh plan of taxation 
has attracted wide attention, and 
has been so successful that it will 
doubtless be adopted by others. 

This plan has two notable fea- 
tures: (1) The entire tax revenue 
for municipal purposes is derived 
from taxes upon real estate. There 
are no taxes levied by the city gov- 
ernment on any other form of prop- 
erty or income. (2) The municipal 
tax rate on buildings is fixed at one- 
half of the tax rate levied upon 
land. This latter feature is known 
as “the graded tax.” 

The graded tax has been in proc- 
ess of evolution since the year 1913, 
when the law was passed by the 
Pennsylvania legislature. The law 
became effective Jan. 1, 1914, and 
there have been five successive 
steps. In each a certain proportion 
of the tax burden is shifted from 
bhildings to land. 

"In this way the tax on buildings 
was reduced 10 per cent in each of 
five-year periods until it is now 50 
per cent of what it was before. This 
_ was originated by the Pitts- 

rgh Civie Commission.

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Opportunity for the President 


The traditional mid-session date of Easter 
having arrived, members of Congress are now 
scattered over the country for a 10-day visit 
with their constituents, Due to the lateness of 
Easter, virtually four months of the current 
session have passed, This makes it particularly 
appropriate to employ the recess as the occasion 
for a review of the status of the legislative pro- 
gram and to assess its prospects. 

This session bids fair to be a crucial one for 
the President. The reason is that his chances 
for getting his legislative program passed ought 
to be better this year than in any of the three 
remaining annual sessions of Congress in his 
second term. 

There are two basic reasons for this. First, 
President Eisenhower was re-elected only a 
few months ago by popular and electoral ma- 
jorities even larger than those of 1952. As of 
now, he has this renewed personal popularity 
to draw on in his relations with Congress. 

Second, there is no election this year. So 
the political jockeying between the two parties 
in Congress and between the Legislative and 
Executive branches is not so pronounced as it 
will be next year. For in 1958 all 435 members 
of the House of Representatives and a third of 
the Senators will face re-election. 

Experience shows that an election-year Con- 
gress is tinged with politics. The Congresses 
that assemble in the mid-term year of 1958 and 
the presidential election year of 1960 will hardly 
prove exceptional. 

. . . 

As for the 1959 session, it will be shaped by 
the 1958 election. Partly because of the way 
the Senate seats come up next year, the Dem- 
ocrats ‘appear to enjoy a definite advantage. 

In short, the prospect is that this may well 
be the very best of the four annual. sessions of 
Mr. Eisenhower's second term for the enact- 
ment of the Administration’s program. 

Yet after perhaps more than half. of the ses- 
sion, the Eisenhower Administration's program 
is lagging. The President yesterday signed a 
measure to increase interest rates on future 
“E” bonds, along with five other bills. But 
only two substantial pieces of domestic legis- 
lation have been passed and signed at the 
White House. 

The first was the extension of excise and 
corporation taxes, requested by the Administra- 
tion. Second was the Post Office deficiency 
appropriation, enacted last week under emer- 
gency conditions that halted mail deliveries. 

One explanation for the fact that so little 
has been passed is the large amount of time 
devoted to debating the President's historic res- 
olution on the Middle East. The resolution was 
received at the outset of the session and the 
Senate considered it for two months before it 
was passed and signed. 

There is another explanation in the measure 
of confusion that has attended the President's 
position with respect to the Administration 
budget. When President Eisenhower submitted 
the largest peacetime budget in history, he gave 
it little apparent support and, indeed, invited 
Congress to cut it as its members found possible. 

* * . 

At the same time, high-ranking Administra- 
tion officials, including Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Humphrey, said that the total of 71.8 billion 
dollars in proposed expenditures was too high. 
One after another said that it ought to be re- 
duced substantially. 

Taking these cues, members of the House, 
Republicans and Democrats together, began 
paring down the sums recommended by the 
President. Eventually word of these reductions 
reached Mr. Eisenhower along with estimates 
of their effect on his program. When he saw 
what the cuts would do, he became alarmed and 
began to defend his budget. 

But his earlier invitation to Congress to cut 
the budget was not too easily withdrawn. Many 
members of the House had already committed 
themselves to reducing expenditures. As crit- 
icism of the size of the budget continued, the 
President decided on a movement back in the 
direction of budget-cutting. And so last week 
he listed 1.8 billions in new spending authority, 
asked for next year, which he said could be 
omitted. After that, he said, important gov- 


ernmental programs would suffer. Having come 
to the defense of his budget as a whole, the 
President now needs to support the major ele- 
ments of it with conviction and force so as to 
communicate a sense of urgency about his pro- 
gram to Congress. 

A few examples will illustrate this necessity. 


When President Eisenhower spoke before the 
centennial dinner of the National Education 
Association, he properly cited the need for fed- 
eral aid to education. But as one correspondent 
wrote, “He devoted more attention to Lincoln 
than to the need for new school rooms.” The 
view is general in Washington that this legis- 
lation, urgent though it is, will not pass unless 
the President works hard for it. 

* . + 

Foreign aid is in trouble. Many members of 
Congress denounce foreign aid as wasteful 
spending that must be reduced sharply. The 
fact is that foreign aid, military and economic, 
is a help both to our allies and to uncommitted 
nations in the cold war. At the same time it is 
a méasure of protection for the people of the 
United States. Here again the President needs 
to work hard to avert severe cuts. 

Civil rights legislation is stalled. The Admin- 
istration is backing a desirable civil rights pro- 
gram, that is also moderate in its approach to 
the problem. But even this promises to get 
nowhere unless the President puts his hand to 
it personally. He needs to make clear to both 
Congress and the country why it should be pre- 
sented to him for his signature. 

The President has again recommended to Con- 
gress that it approve participation by the United 
States in the Organization for Trade Co-opera- 
tion. The OTC is the international agency for 
studying and proposing tariff adjustments in 
the furtherance of world trade. Affiliation ob- 
viously is a proper goal for the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministation. 

But the President will need to do a lot of 
missionary work, especially among Republicans 
in Congress, if this is to be approved. Last 
year he took the same stand, but a poll showed 
so many Republicans in the House opposed 
that Speaker Rayburn had an excuse for not 
taking it up. 

Statehood for Alaska and Hawalli will require 
effective presidential backing if it is to be won, 
This can be said of immigration law revision, 
particularly of the provisions that apply to 
Hungarian refugees. And there are still other 
items in the legislative program whose pros- 
pects are little better. 

* . 7 

The separation of powers means of course 
that certain functions belong to the President 
and certain others to Congress. But it does 
not follow that the President can only suggest 
and then do no more than sit back and see 
what happens. He is a part of the legisiative 
process along with Congress, and a strong Pres- 
ident must provide strong leadership for his 
program. The President has many facilities for 
persuading Congress to co-operate with the 
Executive branch in the enactment of a de- 

sirable program. 

On more than one occasion the White House, 
with Mr. Eisenhower as its incumbent, has used 
its great influence and prestige to prod Con- 
gress to get a result which the Administration 
sought. For example, it wanted the St. Law- 
rence Seaway approved and it worked with 
members of the Senate, some of whom had 
been opposed, until victory was attained. 

To take as another example, an undesirable 
result, the White House put its strength behind 
the move to defeat a multi-purpose public power 
project at Hell’s Canyon. When the vote was 
taken only two G.O.P. Senators broke ranks. 

These instances indicate that the Administra- 
tion can throw itself successfully into a fight 
when it makes up its mind to do so. They show 
that the President does have resources with 
which to combat inertia and inaction on Capitol 
Hill, among lawmakers of both parties. 

We believe that the country hopes to see Mr. 
Eisenhower provide the effective leadership for 
a good program that his high office demands. 
We are confident that with such leadership the 
outlook for his legislative program will at once 
be greatly strengthened. 


Outbound to the Blue 


A barnacled British admiral declares that he 
would not sail in her and a goodly crew of 
British yachtmen echo his words. But it’s a 
good bet for Lloyd’s of London that this appari- 
tion from. Elizabethan sailing ship days, now 
stemming the Atlantic, is not destined for Davy 
Jones's Locker. 

No, this Mayflower II should arrive at its land- 
fall on the New England coast more easily than 
did the original Mayflower. Only 90 feet long 
and 26 in the beam, the 183-ton replica of the 
original Mayflower is a mere cockleshell. High 
in poop and fo’c’sle, short in waist and low be- 
tween decks, this square-rigger may well be a 
“wet” ship. Particularly since her master, Alan 
Villiers, the Australian Cape Horner, is going 
north instead of south-about. That means rough 
weather and no doubt some ice. 

But Mayflower II should not be the “leaking 
unwholesome ship” that the 102 Pilgrims 
endured. That first Mayflower was old and 
shaky in her timbers. The crew was a poor 
lot. The food was worse than miserable: The 
September weather was beastly. The new May- 
flower is fresh from the Upham yards at Brix- 
ham, with planking treenailed and cordage 
unspliced. The crew is good and so is the food. 

And Villiers is unique in that he has been on 
just about every kind of stick-and-sail ship 
afloat today. This old shellback with Stockholm 
tar in his blood should better the 66 days that 
the first Mayflower required. And even if he 
takes longer he will at least have brought back 
memories of the days when the white sails of 
deep water ships were on all the Seven Seas. 
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In re Spitballs vs. L. Burdette 

The ex post facto case of the Cincinnati Red- 
legs versus the shutout pitching of Lew Bur- 
dette of Milwaukee raises certain puzzling legal 
factors. And as defense attorney, Mr. Burdette 
has shown some of the dexterity of a Phila- 
delphia lawyer and philologist combined. 

Baseball’s anti-spitball rule was intended to 
prevent stimulating a baseball to irresponsible 
waverings through the application of saliva re- 
inforced with slippery elm or chewing gum, 
so the ball left the hand without spin and thence 
seemed subject to atmospheric, barometric 
and other conditions invisible to the batter. But, 
says pitcher Burdette, the rule “doesn’t say you 
can’t go to your mouth.” And as to things 
which the rule says you cannot do, Mr. Burdette 
says, “I don't do any of those things.” 

What does Mr. Burdette do? Perhaps he 
does just what every other alleged spitball 
pitcher does, which is to seek the loopholes in 
rule 8.02: “The pitcher shall not (a) (1) Apply 
a foreign substance of any kind to the ball; 
€2) expectorate either on the ball or his glove; 


(3) rub the ball on his glove, person or clothing; 
(4) deface the ball in any manner; (5) deliver 
what is called the ‘shine’ ball, ‘spit’ ball, ‘mud’ 
ball or ‘emery’ ball. The pitcher, of course, is 
allowed to rub the ball between his bare hands.” 

And there, we say, is the rub. Be it herewith 
noted that the rule does not specifically state 
that a pitcher may not expectorate on or lick 
his hands, and it definitely says he may rub the 
ball between those hands. This is approximately 
what Preacher Roe confessed to after his re 
tirement, though a number of umpires retorted 
that Mr. Roe’s spitballs were impossible be- 
cause spitballs were illegal. Now the defense 
rests on the capable, possibly moist, hands of 
Lew Burdette. 
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The Arch, St. Louis Needs It 

So far, our era promises to be recorded as 
“the Century of the Big Wars and the Big 
Bombs.” Yet if men prove wise enough not to 
use the bombs and to start no more big wars, 
this epoch may yet become “the Century of 
the New Cities.” 

New traffic arteries and new forms of build- 
ing are seen almost everywhere. The hasty 
growth of the suburbs is being followed by the 
rejuvenation of core cities. Consider Boston, 
New York and Philadelphia as a few examples. 
St. Louls also is being transformed—though 
perhaps at a somewhat slower pace. 

St. Louis could have an incentive for more 
rapid progress. Redevelopment of the downtown 
area could be tremendously stimulated by build- 
ing the magnificent Saarinen arch. That could be 
a challenge and an inspiration to get on with 
other projects. Senator Symington has gone 
to work on the latest complaint of the National 
Park Service—that rising costs may have made 
the available appropriation inadequate: for a 
start on the riverfront. This should spur the 
‘entire St. Louis congressional delegation to a 
more energetic effort to induce Washington to 
carry out its obligation in the building of this 
monument to the nation’s westward expansion. 

Meanwhile, the St. Louis chapter of the Amer- 
ican Institute of Architects, in celebration of 
the A.I.A. centennial, has decided “to concen- 
trate our efforts on helping to gain support for 
the Jefferson Memorial and to solve the prob 
lems that lie between it and its realization.”

The arch was conceived in the Burnham spirit.

Mr. Dulles, it is plain from John 
Robinson Beal’s new and friendly bi- 
ography of the Sec- 
retary, did not al- 
ways have the “ut- 
most confidence” 
in Mr. MeLeod, 
who was a central 
figure in the con- 
troversy that raged 
in the early months 
of Mr. Eisenhow- 
er’s first term, 
when Senator Mc- 
Carthy (Rep.), Wis- 
consin and the late 
Senator McCarran 
(Dem.), Nevada, 
tried. to block the 
appointment of 


Secretary Dulles 
Charles E. Bohlen as Ambassador to 


Russia. At that time McLeod, now 43, 
had taken over as the State Depart- 
ment’s chief of security and consular 
affairs, a job which put him in charge 
of, among other things, the depart- 
ment’s employe security program. 


At that time it was widely supposed 
that Mr. McLeod, a former FBI agent 
and administrative assistant to Senator 
Bridges -(Rep.), New Hampshire, as 
well as a friend of Senator McCarthy, 
had been picked in an effort to silence 
any Reds-in-Government criticism. 


The new Dulles biography gives at 
least oblique confirmation of the 1953 
estimate. Mr. Beal says that Donald B. 
Lourie, Under Secretary for administra- 
tion, asked a Chicago neighbor if he 
knew anyone he might pick for the se- 
curity job, and the neighbor knew two 
—one of them Mr. McLeod. 

“It may seem incredible that Mr. 
Lourie happened so casually on a man 
who turned out to be identified with 
the McCarthy wing of the Republican 
party, but that is the way it came 
about,” Mr. Beal writes. He adds:

“Mr. McLeod’s insubordination was 
so flagrant that Mr. Dulles spent one 
whole evening discussing what to do 
about it without several advisers. 


“Still undecided next morning, he 
was skimming the papers when he ran 
across a story about the Bohlen case 
in The Washington Times Herald con- 
taining information which could only 


“have come from Mr. McLeod. Mr. Dul- 


les went to work feeling the proper 
course was to fire Mr. McLeod. 


“The only thing that saved him was 
the fact that Under Secretary (Beedle) 
Smith dropped in to see Mr. Dulles 
that morning before Mr. McLeod ar- 
rived at the department and argued 
Mr. Dulles out of taking action on the 
ground that it would embarrass the 
new Administration to fire so quickly 
a man who, in his opinion, should not 
have been hired in the first place.”

WASHINGTON, April 20. 
King Hussein of Jordan has 


partly regained political control of his kingdom, the situa- 
tion remains explosive, a situation where anything might 


happen. 


Syrian and Saudi Arabian troops occupy part of the 


country and an Iraqi armored regiment is poised on its eastern 


frontier. 


To the west Israel stands de- 
termined, if Jordan falls prey 
to a stronger Arab state, to 
wipe out the remnant of Pal- 
estine, now a part of Jordan, 


so as to obtain a more defen- 
sible and shorter frontier along | 
the Jordan river and the Dead | 
sea. 


The United States has com-| 
mitments in case of conflict in| 
Jordan under the tri-partite 
declaration of May 25, 1950, 
and under the Eisenhower Doc- 
trine, more properly called the 
Middle East resolution, of 
March 9, 1957. 


The tri-partite declaration of 
the United States, Great Brit- 
ain and France was intended 
to preserve the frontiers and 
armistice lines resulting from 
the.armistice of the Arab-Israeli 
war, 

It states: “The three govern- 
ments, should they find that 
any of these states, (Arab or 
Israel) was preparing to violate 
the frontiers or armistice lines, 
would, consistently with their | 
obligations as members of the | 
United Nations, immediately | 
take action, both within and 
outside the United Nations, to | 
prevent such violation.” 

Force Not Precluded. 

This does not necessarily call 
for the use of force, but the 
use of force is not precluded. 
It was under this declaration, 
as well as the United Nations 
Charter, that the United States 
supported Egypt against Israel 
in the United Nations when 
Israel invaded the Sinai penin- 
sula. 


The congressional resolution 
pronouncing the Eisenhower 
Doctrine states: “If the Presi- 
dent determines the necessity 
thereof, the United States is 
prepared to use armed forces | 
to assist any such nation or) 
group of nations requesting as- 
sistance against armed aggres-| 
sion from any country con-| 
trolled by international Commu- | 
nism.”

President Cites Both. 

In his news conference | 
Wednesday, the President was | 
asked if we would apply the, 
Eisenhower Doctrine to aid Jor- 
dan if it was attacked. | 

He replied by calling atten- | 
tion also to the tri-partite dec- 
laration and said: “Now under 
either of these two, whichever 
applied, that jis the way you 
would do it, if it were attacked 
under the conditions that made 
either one applicable.” 

The next day Administration 
officials hastened to clarify the 
President’s response by explain- 
ing that the United States was | 
under no commitment to use. 
force to help defend Jordan. | 

It is of interest to examine | 
the various contingencies that | 
can happen in Jordan and what | 
action the United States might | 
take. There do not appear to, 
be any plans in existence to | 
help defend Jordan with force | 
and it would be very difficult to 
go to its aid since it is com- 
pletely landlocked and the | 
United States forces could not | 
enter except by air.

Overthrow Possible. 

The overthrow of the King 
by Palestine and refugee mobs 
that now constitute more than 
half of the population of Jordan 
is a possibility, This would im- 
mediately bring about some sort 
of union with Syria and more

troops. An armored brigade of 
about 3500 Syrian troops, com- 


plete with families and house- 
hold goods, already is en- 
trenched in northern Jordan 
near Mafreq. 

Jordan has a treaty with Iraq 
by which King Hussein can call 
upon his cousin King Feisal for 
assistance. Saudi Arabia has 
some troops in Jordan near 
Aqaba and Jericho that King 
Saud has placed at the disposal 
of Hussein. 

Hussein is supported by the. 
major Bedouin tribes who eon- 
tribute most of the soldiers to | 
the Arab Legion. The King has 
now obtained a tenuous control | 
of 20,000-man Legion by dis-| 
missing the former chief of | 
staff Ali Abu Nuwar, and his | 
supporters, who have been un-

Under the excuse of riots, 
which can be stirred up among | 
the street mobs with ease, and | 
perhaps upon the call for help 
from anti-Hussein elements, 
Syria might move into Jordan | 
in force. 

Hussein would call on Iraq | 
for help. He might call on the! 
United States to implement the | 
Eisenhower Doctrine and come 
to his defense also. | 

Israel Would Act. 

Israel, if it saw Jordan being 
taken over or partitioned among 
Stronger Arab states, all of 
which consider Israel their 
main enemy, would be impelled 
to protect itself by seizing the 
line of the Jordan river and 
the Dead sea and occupying the 
remnant of Palestine. 

What could and would the 
United States do? In the case 
of an Israeli move it would go 
to the United Nations under the 
tri-partite declaration, as it did | 
in the Israeli invasion of Egypt, | 
and demand U.N. action to| 
make Israel withdraw. This | 
would be followed, if necessary, 
by the threat of economic sanc- 
tions that ultimately would 
force Israel to give way. 

If the United States were 


it could claim that it did not 
apply since the‘invader was not 
under the control of interna- | 
tional Communism. 

This would mean that we | 
should stand by and see the | 
Soviet-oriented rulers of Syria 
and Egypt add part of Jordan | 
to anti-Western Middle East | 
bloc. 

There would be a four-way | 
war, with Iraq taking a portion 
of western Jordan and Saudi 


part. Egypt has no common 
border and would be unable to 
intervene with force. 

Available U.S. Forces. 

If the United States were fo | 
decide to support Jordan with | 
force there is the Seventh Fleet | 
in the Mediterranean that could | 
give air support and might be 
able to’ fly in a few marines. 

United States forces in Ger- 
many are ample in numbers 
and in a high state of readi- 
ness, but they are poorly sup- 
plied with air transport. Possi- 
bly as much as half a regiment 
with light arms could be flown 
in within 72 hours and larger 
numbers in succeeding three- 
day periods. They could be too 
late. 

The prospect is a military 
nightmare. For political rea- 
sons it would nat be possible to | 
use atomic weapons. 

A diplomatic solution also {s | 
difficult. If King Hussein were 
to ask for a United States de- 
fense treaty that would guar- 
antee its boundaries and mili- 
tary and economic aid, he might 
be overthrown by the street 
mobs who forced him to dis- 
miss Glubb Pasha, the British 
crief of the Arab Legion, when 
Great Britain attempted to draw 
Jordan into the Baghdad pact. 

The current favorable turn 
of events probably has been 
brought about by behind-the- 
scenes support of the King by 
the United States. Although 
the dangers and tensions have 
been moderated, they have not 
been overcome. At the mo- 
ment, or until the King is 
firmly in control, overt diplo- 
matic, military and economic 
support of the King, might cause 
the crisis that it is héped will 
be averted.

time golfing vacation with a 
better conscience than at any 
time in recent months.

A spirit of rest and rejuvena- 
tion is in the air. ‘ 
Whether the President is 
completely immersed in this at- 
mosphere or whether he may 
be thinking of the inevitable 
tomorrow is not known, but it 
is certain that if he wants to 
occupy some idle moments 
pondering the state of the na- 
tion there is plenty that can 
engage his attention. Congress,

The bulk of the issues raised 
in the first session of the 
eighty-fifth congress still are 
unresolved.

THE CENTRAL CHARACTER 
in Brian Moore’s novel “The Feast of 
Lupercal” might be described as a male 
spiaster. He is so regarded by his asso- 
ciates in the Belfast Catholic college 
where he teaches and it is their attitude 
of good-natured contempt that promotes 
his subsequent misfortune.

The Latin American Reality 


An Appraisal of the Continent’s Complexities

‘‘BEGGARS ON GOLDEN 
STOOLS’’ should be read by all who 
seek to understand the Latin American 
reality. Peter Schmid, an able Swiss 
journalist, has captured much of this 
reality in a forceful and moving account 
of his country-by-country trip during 
1953 through the lands south of our 
border. Not only is the book a highly 
readable picture of his jotrney through 
Mexico, down into the banana republics 
of Central America, and on into the 
grand land mass of South America: it 
is also a graphic tale of one man’s re- 
actions to the well-nigh insurmountable 
complexities which bedevil the 20 na- 
tions of Latin America.

In a sense, Mr. Schmid does for the 
whole of Latin America what Mme. 
Calderon de la Barca did for Mexico in 
her century-old classic, “Life in Mexico.”’ 
He writes with an intensity which gives 
flavor and sensibility to the variegated 
political, social, economic and cultural 
patterns of Latin America which seem 
to defy study and interpretation. Perhaps 
because he is not an “American,” he is 
more able to make some valid appraisals

of the crazy-quilt cultures which domi- 
nate life in countries that were once 
Spanish and Portuguese colonies. 


Of tentative appraisals there are many, 
of conclusions there are none. And it is 
this approach which merits an accolade 
for Mr. Schmid’s ability to observe and 
to record, and to illuminate. Too many 
authors on Latin America have taken the 
other course, falling into innumerable 
traps by hasty generalizations and con- 
clusions. 


THOSE WHO HAVE visited Latin 
America will find many of Mr. Schmid’s 
experiences universal, his reactions in 
most cases will be similar to those of 
other visitors. Perhaps nowhere in his 
book does he more succintly sum up 
these reactions than when he writes: 


. . « I do not know when I. shall 
see this continent again, this continent 
I love and hate like no other. Its-artis- 
tic profusion arouses greater enthusiasm\, 
in me than even the cultures of the 
Far East; and its barrenness drives me 
almost to a pitch of despair. This 
continent, so near to and so remote 
from God, tragically ranting like 
Dionysus. . . . (Latin Americans) sit 
upon the greatest material wealth of 
the globe and grieve in a dream for 
an imaginary world. They call them- 
selves pathetic beggars on golden stools, 


and this is exactly what they are. And 
they will remain so until they lift their 
eyes from the ground to the sky which 
is so close to them.” 


IT IS INDEED a unique and vital 
book, made all the more so because of 
the author’s own love for the subject 
and his desire—evident on every page— 
that the Mexican or the Honduran or 
the Peruvian seize the golden opportuni- 
ties at his command for the betterment 
of his nation. 

Mr. Schmid express much hope; he 
notes the gigantic strides being taken 
by Mexicans for the development of 
Mexico; he calls attention to the mineral 
wealth now beginning to be tapped 
under Chile’s northern desert; he sees 
a rising consciousness among the young 
people of all the countries, a modern 
consciousness which he believes will 
speed the development of these lands. 

On balance, then, this is an excep- 
tional study; nevertheless, it neglects 
any mention of Venezuela or the Carib- 
bean nations (Cuba, Haiti and the 
Dominican Republic). These aré serious 
omissions. Furthermore, the book is 
marred by frequent errors in the spell- 
ing of Spanish words. This may, in 
large measure, be due to translation 
since “Beggars on Golden Stools” was 
first published in German several years 
ago.

PUBLISHED in a new, 

revised Catholic edition, this 

book has been called the most 
readable life of Christ of 

modern times. The author, a 

French layman, manages to 

reinspire faith, rekindle love 

and reinstate Christian values, 
not by his own oratory but 
by the words of Christ taken 
from the Gospels. This schol-. 
arly book has had the largest 
sale of any book published in 

France since World War II 

and has been praised by 

members of most Christian 
sects. 


The theme of the book is 
the mystery of the Incarna- 


tion which is neither more ° 


nor less than the mystery of 
Jesus. It matters little 
whether we can point to the 
stable of His birth, nor count 
His cousins; what really mat- 
ters is that this Man like us. 
whose words and actions have 
unleashed such unmeasurable 
forces, reveals through His 
agonized countenance the 
visage of God. 

“That this man of poor and 
uncultivated stock should re- 
make the basis of philosophy 
and open out to the world of 
the future an unknown terri- 
tory of thought; that this sim- 
ple son of a declining people, 
porn fn ap obscure district in 
a small Roman province, this 
nameless Jew, like all those 
others despised by the Pro- 
curators of Caesar, should 
speak with a voice that was 
to sound above those of the 
Emperors themselves, those 
are the most surprising facts 
of history.” 


BUT THE MOST aston- 
ishing fact of all is that this 
lowly life which culminated 
in agony did not end but re- 
appeared in a stupefying new 
perspective. This dead Man 
came to life; He spoke and 
moved. And in defiance of 
logic, His disciples said that 


this was for them the su- 
preme and incontestable test- 
imony. 

Thus history must either 
reject Christianity or accept 
the resurrection. Thus the life 
of Christ is shown to be, not 
merely the vindication of 
tragic humility, but the su- 
preme explanation and the 
final standard by which 
everything is measured, and 
from which history itself 
takes meaning. 


A JEWISH UNDERSTAND- 
ING OF THE NEW TEsS- 
TAMENT, by Samuel

THIS IS THE FIRST 
comprehensive study of the 
New Testament by an Ameri- 
can Jewish Scholar. Dr. Sand- 
mel is professor of Bible and 
Hellenistic Literature at He- 
brew Union College-Jewish 
Institute of Religion in Cin- 
cinnati. But this is not the 
first time a Jewish scholar has 
used his knowledge and pen 
to say some intelligently good 
things about the earliest 
Christian literature known as 
The New Testament. Claud 
C. Montefiore, a leader of 
liberal Judaism in England, 
who chose as his scientific 
interest the field of religion, 
pursued his studies in the 
field of the New Testament 
and produced a substantial 
two volume commentary on 
the first three gospels, Mat- 
thew, Mark and Luke under 
the title of “The Synoptic 
Gospels.” 

Then there is Rabbi J. 
Klausner, an East-European 
by birth, a staunch Zionist 
and an Israeli by long resi- 
dence in Palestine, who writes 
in Hebrew. As a member on 
the faculty of the Hebrew 
University, he specialized in 
the Life of Jesus and in the 
missionary activities of Paul, 
the Apostle. The result of 
his studies were two books: 
“Jesus of Nazareth” and 
“From Jesus to Paul.” Both 


books are translations from 
the Hebrew. 

Dr. Sandmel has learned 
from both; but he is no copy 
of either. He is independent 
from, and in some ways su- 
perior to both. Our author 
insists on objectivity. The no- 
tion that one must combat 
the old in order to espouse 
the new, as Montefiore 
seemed to think, is foreign 
to our author. 

JEWISH CRITICS have 
often maligned C. G. Monte- 
fiore for the nice things he 
had to say about the Gospels. 
There is an opinion prevail- 
ing that even Rabbi Klausner 
wrote on New Testament sub- 
jects as a protest against 
Montefiore. But Klausner did 
not fare much better at the 
hands of his Jewish critics. 
He too has been accused of 
“venturing into forbidden, or 
at least distrusted, territory.” 

This book was written by 
an independent scholar who 
knows his field and the prob- 
lems and values involved in it. 
He presents his material in a 
non-technical style and his 
appraisals of the New Testa- 
ment material are fair and 
judicious. 

It is this reviewer's opinion 
that the emphasis in the title 
of the book belongs to the 
noun “Understanding” and 
not to the adjective “Jewish.” 
This author actually under- 
stands the writings of the 
New Testament. He does 
that, not because of his 
“background,” which happens 
to be Jewish, but because of 
his willingness to recognize 
the “foreground,” which is 
the fact of a Christian ex- 
perience discernible on every 
page of the New Testament 
writings. The author’s sensi- 
tiveness to and appreciation 
of the struggles of the early 
Christians are honest and 
discerning. 

THOSE AT HOME in 
the field of New Testament 
science will be aware of the 
influence upon the author not 
only of the Jewish predeces- 
sors mentioned above, but 
also of prominent Christian 


teachers. It should be added 
that our author writes not 
for the technical student but 
for the intelligent reader of 
both the Jewish and Chris- 
tian camps. He is not unaware 
of the problems that confront 
the modern reader of the 
New Testament. The author 
helps the reader understand 
that “the New Testament is 
a testimony to the assumption 


‘that all things are possible to 


God and therefore it is also 
a record of those things 
which it believed happened.” 


In view of the fact that it 
is never easy for a Jew to 
write on the New Testament, 
all buyers and readers of this 
book will gladly congratulate 
the author upon a difficult 
task superbly done.

DR. FERRIS’S book is 
an attempt to meet a need in 
American religious life. He 
has felt the pulse of the 
Church and diagnosed a lack 
of mature thinking on the 
part of Christian people 
which is keeping a_ great 
many of them from full ad- 
herence to the faith. 


Church leaders have for 
some time been stressing the 
need for a better educated 
laity In matters spiritual, re- 
alizing that in today’s world it 
is the layman’s witness that 
counts the most. Dr. Ferris’s 
book is one of the most con- 
structive and attractive con- 
tributions towards this fuller 
enlightenment of the layman 
that has appeared. 

His concern is over the lag 
that so often exists between 
what people feel and think 
religiously and what they 
think and believe intellec- 
tually.

Something has to give in 
this situation, and Dr. Fer- 
ris's aim is that what gives 
should be the childish ideas 
about religion that many peo- 
ple still cherish, ideas derived 
from an out-moded interpre- 
tation of the Bible.

DAVID LOW’S remark- 

able career is a very good 

answer to those who ask if 

the editorial cartoon is a 

thing of the past. Low was 

fortunate in living in a chang-

Evening Standard and in hav- 

ing a contract assuring him 

freedom of opinion. If the pe- 
riod of history was a fortuitous 
circumstance, his contract 
with Beaverbrook was only

Low’s Autobiography is 
“must” reading for students 
of caricature or “cartooning,” 
but it is also good reading for 
anyone interested in the hap- 
penings in the .

Just Another Heroine 
MARY OF SCOTLAND, by F.

FOR A WOMAN who has 
made such a great impression 
on history, Queen Mary 
emerges from these pages as 
just another standard heroine 
of historical romance, with 
the exception, of course, of 
the tragic ending. The story 
begins with her arrival in 
Scotland to begin her reign 
and ends with her execution 
in 1587. (Incidentally, if the 
reader is interested in dates, 
he had better consult his en- 
cyclopedia, as the author dis- 
penses with them entirely.)

tralia as the “Bushman’s 
Bible.” In those early days 
the men behind the Bulletin 
encouraged local talent. The 


~ Press, like the new country, 


was “radical, rampant and 
free,” “the Crimson Bonds of 
Empire be damned.” 


Into this maelstrqm of ram- 
pant nationalism, anti-colo- 
nialism and local politics, Low 
walked thoughtfully and car- 
ried a big pen. As supervisor 
of his own education he had 
his own ideas and that was 
the way he kept it even on 
Beaverbrook’s Tory Evening 
Express. 


Cartooning in America is 
generally less personal than 
the “political caricature” Low 
used in battling Prime Minis- 
ter Hughes in Australia and 
later applied to the top men 
in London. Whatever the rea- 
sons may be 
for this, and 
there are 
many, Low 
was well pre- 
pared for his 
task and 
never shirked 
the effort invdlved in getting 
his subject in clear focus. 
Strangely enough, many of 
his victims were friendly off 
stage and often requested the 
originals of drawings which 
held them up to public ridi- 
cule but some were definitely 
not amused; Hitler and “Mus- 
so,” for example. 

Low did not achieve his in- 
ternational reputation by ac- 
cidentally buying a lucky 
ticket in the sweepstakes or 
by learning a bag of tricks in 
six easy lessons. Under his 
broad black hat there was the 
keen mind of a competent 
headshrinker and the wit of 
an expert shirt unstuffer. 


The best way to get his 
broad view of these changing 
years, and a close-up of the 
political figures, literary 
lights, London from top to 
bottom in war and peace and 
how to live happily by the art 
of caricature is to get this 
book and read it.

SOME BOOKS are worth 
reading because they are in- 
teresting, some because they 
are exciting, some because 
they are amusing.

“The Lord’s Oysters” is a 
collection of short stories 
about little Noah Marlin who 
grew up early in the century 
on the Eastern Shore of 
Maryland. The stories are 
not only about Noah, but they 
are told by him. The author 
has projected himself, as 
Mark Twain, Booth Tarking- 
ton, and few other writers 
have, back into his own 
youth, and writes of the life 
of the little village on Chesa- 
peake Bay with the unself- 
conscious humor and honest 
observation of a boy. 

Noah goes with his Mama 
on the steamer to Baltimore 
and is introduced to a cigar. 
Another time he goes on the 
oyster dredge with Captain 
Pete, and beats The Law 
through the gap by 30 sec- 
onds. Whenever he can get 
away from Mama he goes in 
the old bateau with his Dad, 
fishing and seining crabs. 

Noah goes to school,’ of 
course, and falls in love with 
a visiting city girl. He be- 
comes a Boy Scout, and with 
the Muskrat Patrol explores 
the swamp in Baker’s Woods, 
One summer he sells hokey- 
pokeys at the county fair, and 
wears long pants the last day 
so he can be admitted as a 
grown-up to see the hootchy- 
kootchy girls. But the saddest 
and funniest experience of all 
happened when Noah’s father 
briefly took a “steady” job 
tending the drawbridge, and 
Noah tried to help him open 
the draw the night Captain 
Cable brought the first boat 
of the spring up the rivert 
Fishermen along the Eastern 
Shore can doubtless still hear 
the Captain swearing! 

Not every book appeals to 
everyone, but he who liked 
The Yearling and Wee Geor- 
die, and who reads both 
Anne Lindbergh and William 
Saroyan with pleasure, will 
enjoy this. Like the Lord's 
oysters, it is delicious!

The Ego Vs. Nature in Painting 


Texas Convention Debates Whether Art Is Communication 


By GEORGE McCUE 


ALOT OF PEOPLE these days are 
solicitously feeling the pulse of what 
is generally referred to as “abstract 
expressionist” painting. Some of them 
are declaring that this style, which is 
usually characterized by the artist's 
withdrawal from the familiar forms of 
nature and by his painting in a very 
personal symbolism, is approaching a 
moribund state. Others argue that al- 
though the force of abstract expression- 
ism has been diluted by fringe painters, 
who find it a convenient means of avoid- 
ing study of draftsmanship, its vitality 
in the hands of able painters is unim- 
paired. 

The problem takes on a_ certain 
vagueness because of its lack of defini- 
tion. “Abstract expressionism” is a 
Jabel applied to so many different kinds 
of painting that it is next to useless 
as a descriptive term. However, the 
discussion keeps hovering about the 
question of whether artists are turning 
away from their invented images, back 
to the forms of nature, and there the 
matter becomes more explicit. 

The vitality of the style of painting 
—whatever term may be applied to it— 
in which the artist works by his own 
rules was talked about for two days at 
the recent American Federation of Arts 
convention at Houston, Tex. It was 
discussed between segsions by the more 
than 1400 people who attended what 
must have been the biggest conclave 
devoted to the visual arts ever held. 
And it was taken up in formal sessions 
by speakers of eminence and authority. 

These included Meyer Schapiro, pro- 
fessor of art history at Columbia Uni- 
versity and a foremost art authority; 
Marcel Duchamp, Stuart Davis and 
Jimmy Ernst, who are among this coun- 
try’s most noted painters; a poet, a 
psychologist, two museum directors, an 
art collector, an art dealer and others. 

Their deliberations were so far-ranging 

that even the question of painting by 
chimpanzees came up, and was dis- 
posed of. 
THE CASE FOR non-representation 
—that is, for the painting of forms of 
the artist’s own invention rather than 
those of nature—was stated by Meyer 
Schapiro. 

We cannot know in advance what the 
limits of an art are, Schapiro said. In 
his extraordinary confidence, the artist 
periodically introduces things and ideas 
never before presented, and one of these 
was the break in the tradition of paint- 
ing and sculpture that these arts were 
meant only to create images. . Freed of 
the necessity for representation, artists 
entered new fields of elaboration of 
form which entailed entirely new atti- 
tudes toward art itself. 

A new order of coherence in the 
elements of painting and sculpture 
emerged, and these elements were found 
to have an expressive physiognomy of 
their own, a quality of imparting joy 
through the very felicity of color and 
line. And in this new kind of art, it is 
the color and line, rather than any form 
or image borrowed from nature, that are 
the content of the work. 


*‘*‘PAINTING AND sculpture are 
the last personal handiwork objects in 
our culture,” Schapiro said. ‘“‘The artist 
is the only one left today who can say 
‘This is what I have done.’ ” 

Stuart Davis, who was represented 
in the New York Armory Show in 1913, 
and whose recent works deal abstractly 
but recognizably with the American® 
scene, said. that “the place of art in 
the contemporary culture consists entire- 
ly of what each artist emergently 
makes it.” 

“Contemporary culture as a subject 
includes the past in the form of past 
and present individual formulations of 
it,” Davis said. “These exist on the 
same plane of our awareness of what 
is uniquely immediate to the twentieth 
century. They include new lights, 
speeds, sounds, communications and jazz 
in general, and they are the ornaments 
of our daily experience. Their continu- 
ous presentations to the front page of 
our common sense constitutes a montage 
perspective, a short cut to the necessary 
implementations for knowing you are 
alive. 


‘‘THE PAINTING ITSELF is 
the responsible act of the artist, and is 
why wt the surest and most direct forms 
ot sommunication known to man. At 
times, including the present, this has 
been viewed with alarm by scholars, 
critics and others. They say that the 
content of much of modern art is per- 
versely cryptic, disassociated from the 
interests and observations of the citizens, 
and that its visual idiom is impossible to 
translate. 

“In effect, they demand of art an 
audit, a notarized itemization of its 
contents.. There is nothing more uni- 
versal in experience than enjoyment, 
and art is simply one of the techniques 
for its social communication and use.” 

Randall Jarrell, who is consultant in 


poetry in English at the Library of 
Congress, and who wore, by a wide 
margin, the most luxuriant of a number 
of beards at the conference, took an 
immediate stand at the opposite pole 
from Schapiro. He first identified all 
painting of the non-communicating, non- 
representational kind that Schapiro had 
discussed with “abstract expressionism.” 
Then Jarrell brought up the matter of 
painting by chimpanzees. 


‘‘IN THE CASE OF action paint- 
ing,” said Jarrell, “is it anything but 
unreasoning prejudice that demands that 
the painter be a man? Has not an ape 
hands? Has not an animal an Uncon- 
scious and quite a lot less Ego and 
Superego to interfere with its opera- 


tions?” 


Jarrell said he had watched a chim- 
panzee painting on a television program. 
“His painting, I confess, did not interest 
me. I'd seen it too many times before. 
But the way in which he painted it! He 
was truly magistral. He did not look 
at his model once. Indeed, he hardly 
looked even at the canvas. Sometimes 
his brush ran out of paint, and he went 
along with a dry brush. They had to 
remind him that the palette was there.

“Art is what the artist makes it.” 


He was the most active, the most truly 
insincere painter that I have ever seen. 
And yet what did it all produce—nothing 
but that same old abstract expressionist 
painting.” 

This was considered a little too much 
even by those who felt that much paint- 
ing today is too far immersed in the 
self. There was general concurrence in 
Schapiro’s rebuttal: 

“The fact that the artist is spon- 
taneous in the painting does not make 
his work good or bad,” Schapiro said. 
“The spontaneity is of value only when 
it produces a valued quality in which 
the spontaneity itself is felt. . . . De- 
structive, brutal things can be done 
spontaneously, and noble things can be 
done spontaneously. . . . To object to 
a work on the ground that there is no 
recognizable object in it tells us nothing 
about its success or failure. . . . What 
finally counts is the individual artist 
and the individual work.” 


MARCEL DUCHAMP, an incon- 
spicuous little man whose epoch-making 


“Nude Descending a Staircase’ and 
other works were on special exhibi- 
tion in the Houston Museum of Fine 
Arts, said he believes there are two 
poles of art creation—‘the artist on 
the one hand, and on the other the 
spectator who later becomes the pos- 
terity.”’ 

“The artist may shout from all the 
rooftops that he is a genius,” Duchamp 
said, “but he will have to wait for the 
verdict of the spectator. ... Art history 
has consistently decided upon the vir- 
tues of a work of art through consid- 
erations completely divorced from the 
rationalized explanations of the artist. 
Through the change from inert matter 
into a work of art, an actual tran- 
substantiation has taken place and the 
role of the spectator is to determine 
the weight of the work on the esthetic 
scales.” 


When Duchamp mentioned that Goya 
had been forgotten for two centuries 
by the spectators, Rudolf Arnheim, mem- 
ber of the psychology faculty of Sarah 
Lawrence College, asked: “Was he not 
good in the meantime?” 


“Very medium,” said Duchamp. 

“Did not what he did continue to be 
good?” asked Arnheim. 

“The point is,” said Duchamp, “there 
was no creation if there was nobody to 
look at it. Half of creation is done by 
the onlooker.” 

ARNHEIM TOOK UP the place of 
spontaneity in the context of the crea- 
tive process. 

“An artist who entirely surrendered 
to his automatic impulses,” he said, 
“would be like the aeolian harp whose 
strings are randomly put into vibration 
by the forces of nature. The sounds are 
charmingly shapeless; the forces of na- 
ture produce its sounds but are not por- 
trayed by them. It takes the awake, 
although inspired mind to receive the 
powers that move all living things, not 
as their passive victim but as the inter- 
preter who translates the doings of these 
powers into articulate shapes and thus 
reveals them to all men.” 

Some artists, said art historian Wil- 
liam Seitz of Princeton University, “are 
more interested in themselves painting 
a picture than they are in the final 
object. ... The typically contemporary 
artist is unaware of what the public 
likes or dislikes. He is totally occupied 
with the authenticity of his experience. 
. . « The choice he makes (as to what 
or how he shall paint) is entirely his 
own—but he must bear the agonizing 
responsibility of freedom.” 

Said Artist Jimmy Ernst: “An artist 
calls himself abstract expressionist only 
in self defense, and what he is really 
saying is: ‘Oh, please leave me alone.’ 
Artists get no tax write-offs. I think 
we have the only free enterprise left 
in the country.” 

The American Federation of Arts As- 
sembly drew up no resolutions, an- 
nounced no conclusions. But its discus- 
sions are certain to reverberate for some 
time to come. Meantime, there is the 
curious but significant fact that, in the 
last couple of decades, when non- 
objective painting has been at its height, 
the public appreciation of painting has 
reached unprecedented high levels. 


The ‘Treasure Hunters

PERHAPS NO OTHER scholarly 
discipline’ has been so misunderstood 
and misinterpreted as archaeology. To 
the general public archaeology has be- 
come synonymous with treasure hunting 
and the archaeologist of the popular 
imagination is the strange individual 
who spends most of his days in efforts 
to bring to light hidden treasures. As 
a rule his efforts seem always to be 
crowned with success in an unexpected 
but dramatic way. Indeed, the accounts 
of his work published in popular maga- 
zines tend to strengthen the impression 
of romantic adventure and dazzling suc- 
cess. 

Archaeology, however, is a hard disci- 
pline that aims to reveal, study, and 
reconstruct the cultures which were de- 
veloped in the past and in our world 
and the task of the archaeologist is to 
discover, to uncover, and to complete 
that study. Consequently, artifacts and 
structures preserved -below the surface 
of the soil or above it are of interest 
to the archaeologist regardless of their 
intrinsic value or their aesthetic appeal. 
Their discovery and study requires un- 
romantic effort, unlimited persistence, 
and hard, often unimpressive .work. 
THERE CAN BE LITTLE 
doubt that the work of the excavator 
challenges the imagination and is packed 
with thrills. To-be moving back into 
the past by centuries as you dig away 
the layers of earth which cover the 
evidence of human activity and to 
be revealing chapters in the life of man- 
kind which have been wiped out of the 


human memory and tradition is an ex- 
perience which cannot be passed by 
lightly. 

Yet, the brilliant achievements of the 
few make us forget the efforts of the 
many who remain unknown but who for 
years, and with unremitting labor, paved 
the way which led to interesting and, 
on occasions, to striking results. Gen- 
eralized accounts of explorations and 
of archaeological work in the field and 
in the laboratory tend to create the 
impression that every day in the life 
of the excavator is filled with discovery 
and thrills, that every spadeful of soil 
reveals hidden treasures and works of 
art. Nothing is further from the truth. 


MANY A WEEK goes by withott the 
discovery of objects which could be 
considered worthy to be kept, and long, 
persistent hours of work under a blazing 
sun, and disillusions are part and parcel 
of the excavator’s life. But so is his 
optimism without which he cannot op- 
erate. Not uncommonly the archaelo- 
gist is numbed with the effects of hard 
work, hardship and disillusionment 
when what is considered as his “hour of 
triumph” comes upon him. Often enough 
Lady Luck is on his side but few are 
the special recipients of her favor; 
Bingham, Schliemann, Lord Carnarvon, 
Sir Arthur Evans were among them. 
But fewer stil? will begin work without 
invoking her good will and assistance. 
All, however, have to rely on hard and 
exacting work in the field and in the 
laboratory, work whose results may ac- 
tually prove very meager and unro- 
mantic.

A RECENT DISPATCH from Vienna reported that H. 
C. Robbins Landon, an American musicologist, had definitely 
identified the “Jena” Symphony —sometimes attributed to 
Beethoven—as the work of a nineteenth century German 
composer named Friedrich Witt. The nature of Mr. Landon’s 
proof was not disclosed. Presumably it was based on some- 
thing more than musical reasoning because reasoning as well 
as instinct should always have inclined anyone against the 
belief that Beethoven could have written the “Jena” Symphony. 
Yet it was a musical scholar who made the original attribution. 

It all started in 1909 when parts of a symphony in C Major 

were discovered in the archives of a concert society at Jena. 
The only clue to the identity of the composer was an 
inscription which said “par Louis van Beethoven.” As Ludwig 
sometimes referredl to himself as Louis this was regarded 
as evidence of probable authorship. In any case Prof. Fritz 
Stein, director of music at Jena University, took up the 
case in 1911, and sought to prove that Beethoven was indee1 
the composer of the symphony even though it did not sound 
like Beethoven. 
THE PUBLIC WAS NOT INTERESTED: and most 
of the musicologists were never impressed with Herr Stein's 
argument. During the course of the discussion someone 
suggested that Beethoven's grandfather, who was known as 
“Louis,” could have been the author. And there the matter 
rested until Mr. Landon made his recent disclosure. Friedrich 
Witt, incidentally, was a prolific composer but nothing in 
his known record shows that he ever had any connection 
with Beethoven. 

It would be interesting to know what it was that established 
the true authorship of the work; and one’s curiosity would 
also be gratified by a republication of Herr Stein's argument. 
But so far as the general public is concerned there is little 
justification for a re-examination of all the evidence when 
the main contention—that Beethoven wrote the work—had 
such meager support in the first place. 


MR. LANDON’S DISCOVERY, however, will serve 
a useful purpose if it prevents any further performance of 
the “Jena” Symphony as a Beethoven symphony. At this 
point some of my readers may ask: What difference does 
it make? If the music lacks the characteristic power of 
Beethoven (as it does) it will never make a strong impression. 
This is true enough. When a “lost” Schumann violin 
concerto was revived by Yehudi Menuhin it was quickly 
re-consigned to limbo even though its ascription to Schumann 
was not questioned. And the “Haydn ‘Cello Concerto” is 
enjoyed just as much, or just as little, whether one supposes 
it to be the work of Haydn or of Anton Kraft, his pupil. 
The ‘Cello Concerto, however, could be a work of Haydn: 
whereas the “Jena’’ Symphony could be a Beethoven work 
only if Beethoven had been suffering from schizophrenia. It 
is confusing, therefore, to induce an audience to believe thai 
the weak locutions it is hearing are the work of a great 
master. It works against the practice of discrimination and 
the cultivation of a sound taste; qualities that should be 
encouraged in the public as well as among musicians.

Classical Records 


‘‘THE BARBER OF BAGDAD,’’ a comic opera by 
the nineteenth century German composer Peter Cornelius, 
is now available in a first-class recording. It should be a 
happy surprise to most American music lovers for Cornelius 
and his opera are virtually unknown in this country. Its 
rich melodic content is quite enough to make it continuously 
appealing but Cornelius is also adroit and sensitive in 
weaving the vocal lines of his ensemble scenes into a texture 
that can only be described as delicious. The values of the 
comedy situations are considerably diminished for one who 
hears without seeing the action, but the listener, in any 
case, is assured of a delightful two hours. 

The high quality cast is headed by Elisabeth Schwarzkopf, 
soprano, Nicolai Gedda, tenor, and Oskar Czarwenka, bass. 
Erich Leinsdorf is the conductor and the responsive Phil- 
harmonia Orchestra of London makes, of course, an important 
contribution to the general result. (Angel, Two 12-inch LPs.) 
ANEW RECORDING of the Bartok Concerto for Orches- 
tra by L’Orchestre de la Suisse Romande with Ernest Ansermet 
conducting will easily stand comparison with the five others 
now extant. Ansermet performs the difficult task of combining 
color and line without compromising either. The melodic 
poignancy of the movement described as “interrupted” is 
slighted somewhat but all in all the performance is distin- 
guished for its vitality and sensitivity. (London, One 12- 
inch LP.) . 

‘‘THE LADY AND THE FOOL,’’ a ballet arranged 
by Charles Mackerras, from lesser known operas of Giuseppe 
Verdi (““Macbeth,” “Attila,” “The Sicilian Vespers” and others) 
is one of the most exhilarating potpourris of light music I 
have ever heard. Mackerras has provided a rich orchestration 
of these tunes and an adroit mixture of gay, sentimental, 
romantic and frivolous elements. An exuberant, lustrous 
performance by the Philharmonic Orchestra, with Mackerras 
as. conductor, guarantees a maximum effectiveness. (RCA- 
Victor, One 12-inch LP.) 

THE LATE KURT WEILL’S “Seven Deadly Sins,” a 


ballet with song which was written and produced in Paris | 


during the early ‘thirties, is a highly individual and articulate 
composition. The text by Bert Brecht describes the wanderings 
of two sisters—who are really two aspects of the same girl— 
through the big cities of an “America” that no one but a 
Central European would recognize. Lotte Lenya, the com- 
poser’s widow, sings the score with the assistance of a male 
quartet and orchestra and though her voice is worn and 
cracked, she gives a remarkably incisive performance. A 
mood of joyless resignation pervades the music and the text. 
It is a strange work; musically ingenious and thoroughly 
unpleasant. (Columbia, One 12-inch LP.) 


ERICA MORIN’S PERFORMANCE of the Tschai- | 


kowsky Violin Concerto is quite pure and beautiful in tone 
so far as the lyrical sections are concerned. The bravura 
passages, however, are scarcely facile enough to make their 
empty content at all impressive. She is soundly supported 
by the London Philharmonic Symphony Orchestra under Artur 
Rodzinsky. (Westminster, One 12-inch LP.) 

DEBUSSY’S PIANO WORKS are unusually difficult 
to record and it cannot be said that the performances by 
Guiomar Novaes of the Preludes in Book I escape without 
distortion. Her control of time values, however, enables 
one to understand the intent and to feel in some degree 
the beauty of her artistic concepts. Though the shading is 
suggested rather than realized, a delicacy of feeling is 
somehow communicated. (Vox, One 12-inch LP.) 
BEETHOVEN’S F MAJOR QUARTET, Opus 1335, 
is played with an affecting tonal resonance, an optimum tech- 
nical competence, and a consistent disclosure of the music's 
depth and vitality by the Koeckert Quartet, a group of trans- 
planted Sudeten Germans. (Decca, One 12-inch LP.) The 
wonderful slow movement, with its deep feeling of religious 
meditation, could hardly be improved. —T.B.S.

SARAH VAUGHAN, who this year ts celebrating the 
tenth anniversary of her first exclusive recording contract, 
has her wide vibrato well under control and employs Her 
ability to penetrate most songs ‘in a set that bears as title 
one of her nicknames, “Sassy.” Her songs, such as Bill 
Strayhorn’s “Lush Life,” Cole Porter's “I Loved Him” and 
a Benny Carter tune, “Lonely Woman,” are mainly off the 
beaten path. (EmArcy, 12-inch LP.) 


“BOB CROSBY AND HIS ORCHESTRA, 1936- 
1956,” contains reissues of some selections that date back 
to the halcyon days of Bob Zurke, Ray Baduc, Eddie Miller 
and that crew. From that era comes “I'm Prayin’ Humble,” 
“Come Back Sweet Papa” and others. Rounding out the 
dozen numbers are two 1950 sides and a version of “At the 
Jazz Band Ball” recorded about a year ago. Some of the 
old Crosby standbys are still present and accounted for on 
the recent recordings. (Coral, 12-inch LP.) 


TWO EX-CROSBY SIDEMEN, Trumpeter Yank 
lawson and Bassist Bob Haggart, continue their Decca series 
with “Hold That Tiger!” (12-inch LP.) Having previously 
dedicated themselves to tunes made famous by Jelly Roll 


Morton, King Oliver and other pioneers of traditional jazz, 
the Lawson-Haggart group now focuses attention on numbers 
established by the Original Dixieland Jazz Band: “Livery 
Stable Blues,” “Lasses Candy,” “Ostrich Walk,” “Tiger Rag” 
and the like Solos take precedence over some of the 
arranged Dixieland background and ensemble work. The 
liner notes are biographical material about the leaders, 
practically verbatim from their previous records. Why not

‘“‘NOW HEAR THIS!,’’ one of the best recordings of 
martial music in a long time, features the Band of the Royal 
Netherlands Navy, conducted by Capt. Gijsbert Nieuwland. 
There are wonderful cymbal crashes, snare drum solos, a 
virtuoso piccolo solo on “Stars and Stripes” and other excite- 
ments that are best captured on high fidelity playing equip- 
ment Among more familiar works are “Anchors Aweigh,” 
“Washington Post” and an incongruous and somewhat disap- 
pointing “Begin the Beguine.” (Epic, 12-inch LP.) 


RECENT ADDITIONS TO the unending parade of 
mood music LPs are “The Love Hours” by Jackie Gleason 
(Capitol) and “The Eyes of Love” from Hugo Winterhalter’s 
orchestra (RCA-Victor). Gleason still employs the soulful 
trumpet of Bobby Hackett, backed by lush strings, on “Poor 
Butterfly,” “Ghost of a Chance” and 14 others.

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BOSTON, April 20 (UP) ~ 
Johnny Kelley, a school teacher 
from Groton, Conn., brought 
Boston A. A. marathon laurels 
back to America for the first. 
time in 12 years today, winning 
the overland classic by half a 
mile. | 

Kelley, a boyish-looking 25, | 
turned in a time of 2:20.5 as/| 
he breezed past the finish line 
in the sixty-first annual event 
looking nearly as fresh as when 
he started the 26-mile, 385-yard 
grind. 

Postal clerk Veikko Karvonen 
of Finland, wH@-won the classic 
four years ago,’ placed second 
in 2:23.54. Chong Woo Lim, one 
of three Korean entries, came 
fast over the last few miles to 
capture third place in 2:24.59. 

A 25-mile-an-hour tail wind, 
slapping the 140 entrants off 
their right hips, helped fashion 
the rapid time. | 

Kelley’s time constituted a 
record for the hill and dale 
run from Hopkinton to Boston's 
Back Bay since the course was 
adjusted to the official Olympic 
distance this year. 

The old record for the course 
was 2:14.14, set last year’ by 
Antti Viskari of Finland, but 
accomplished over a course 1187 
yards shorter than the adjusted 
distance. 

The last American to win was 
another Johnny Kelley (no rela- 
tion), who turned the trick in 
1945. Kelley, now 49, finished 
thirteenth today. 

Young Johnny took advantage’ 
of 70-degree heat to beat back 
an impressive list of foreign 
contenders, headed by Karvonen 
and 1953 winner Keizo Yamada. 
Yamada finished sixth with. a 
time of 2:33.22. Other foreigners 
inchided three Koreans, two 
other Japanese, one other Finn 
and two Mexicans. 

Yamada blamed the “hot, hot 
weather” for finishing sixth. 
“Temperatures have to be un- 
der 70 for me.” He said he 
needed “water—lots of it—half- 
way in the race.” 

“And the water ruined my 
chance—it gave me cramps,” 
Yamada added. But he said he 
would try again next year.

“It would appear that the 
Government would like us to 
get completely out of boxing,” 
said Irish, “and what the de- 
cree of Judge Sylvester Ryan 
will be nobody knows.”

Switzerland Plans 
To Build World's 
Tallest Building 


By 1964, the tallest building 
in the world may no longer be 


National Tourist Office reports. 
A Swiss engineer, named 
Sarrasin, has proposed con- 
struction of the world’s highest 
building to be completed in 
time for the Swiss Nationa] Ex- 
hibition which is scheduled in 
Lausanne, in 1964. 
Architectural blueprints are 
for a futuristic structure 1815 
feet high. This would be 343 
feet taller than the Empire 
State Building. Estimated cost 
is $5,000,000. 

The base of the cylindical, 
tower-shaped building would 
be entirely of glass. It would 
be 15 stories high with approxi- 
mately 161,400 square feet of 
floor space. 

Resting on the glass base, 
would be a slender cone of 
concrete. At a point about 1300 
feet high, a glass structure, 
shaped like a top, is planned 
on the-concrete stem, Within 
its 11 stories, provisions have 
been made for a large restau- 
rant, exhibition rooms and ter- 
races. It would also serve as an 
observatory. 

Finally, delicately perched on 
top of the entire structure, 
there would be a _ concrete 
needle extending 330 feet above 
the second glass section. 

Plans are being considered to 
use this part for installation of 
astronomical and meteorologi- 
cal equipment and for trans- 
mitting television signals. 
Persons advocating construc- 
tion of this proposed tallest 
building in the world, which 
would become one of Switzer- 
land’s major tourist attractions, 
have named it the “Sarrasin 
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Pp" JIM & ELSIE HUGHES’ |

Who Mows the Lawn These 
Days Around Your House? 


By VIRGIL G. BAKER 
Post-Dispatch Garden Editor. 


Didn’t you just know some 
“group-think” would come up 
with it sooner or later... 
“Velvet Lawn Week,” that is? 

Since there already are too 
many “weeks” for the year, one 
more (especially a cheerful one 
like Velvet Lawn Week) prob- 
ably can be fitted in without 
too much trouble, particularly 
since, like Easter Sunday, its 
dating is flexible, f.e., it can be 
observed earlier in the south, 
where they've already been do- 
ing it, and later in the north. 

This year... and it is here 
for the first time . . . its begin- 
ning coincides with Easter and 
runs through next Saturday. 
And you might just as well 
know that the boys who build 
small gasoline-powered motors 
and all sorts of lawn mowers 

. even the motorless you- 
push-em kind... are back of 
it. The motor boys have brought 
a girl to town for the occasion 
who, they say, can take apart 
and put together again a power 
mower, faster than just about 
anybody, mainly to prove that. 
a woman can do it... and 
doesn’t have to wait for Pop to 
get home to get the mowing 
done. This writer knows a_}4- 
year-old boy who can beat her 
hands down at taking a power 
mower apart ... but putting 
one back together again might 
be another matter. This girl 

. she'll be around in stores 
and place$s ... has an allitera- 
tive name that sounds like a 
power mower rolling across a 
gravel drive . . . Patte Preble 
. . « but they’d rather you'd 
know her this week as “Miss 
Velvet Lawn.” 


Used A System. 


Whoever first got the notion @ 


that a good thick lawn looks

been daydreaming about his “2 


lady-love’s Easter bonnet (yel- / 


low-straw with a lemon-peel 
twist of green velvet ribbon on 
it, circa 1910 ... and there’s 
a date to start an argument 
about). 

Speaking of dates, research- 
ers for the makers of little 
motors declare that it was only 
a little more than a century ago 
that anything better than sheep 
or a scythe was developed for 
cutting grass. Actually, there’s 
nothing better than sheep, but 
one can’t have them roaming 


around an unfenced city lot 
without getting into trouble 
over it. 


Probably one of the first gar- 
dening authors, a John Clau- 
dius Loudon of England, say the 
researchers, worked out with 
mathematical precision the most 
economical way of cutting and 
clearing a large lawn by the 
scythe method. He wrote: “After 
cutting, the area was studded 
with heaps of grass 60 feet 
apart one way, and 15 or 18 
feet apart the other way.” These 
heaps were then “basketed into 
the grass-cart by a man and a 
boy with a couple of boards and 
a broom.” 


Budding Idea. 

Along about 1830, the first 
lawn mower came into exist- 
ence, and gardeners the world 
over are indebted to Edwin 
Budding, the inventor. He got 
his idea from machinery used 
to shear wool off sheepskin in 
the factory in Gloucestershire, 
England, where he worked. He 
ironed out imperfections by 
practicing with his lawn mower 
on his back lawn after dark— 
much to the mystification of his 
neighbors. 

Budding himeelf was delight- 
ed with his invention, and was 
a clever promoter. He advised: 
“Country gentlemen may find 
in using my machine them- 
selves, an amusing, useful, and 
healthy exercise.” The princi- 
pal of a spiral blade which Bud- 
ding patented is the same one 
used on a*reel-type mowers to- 
day. 

Loudon ¢ gave Budding’s 
mower a plug in 1831 when he 
recommended it to his readers. 
He wrote: “I have had one of 
Budding’s machines in use all 
this year, and am highly pleased 
with it. The narrow machine is 
bast for a gentleman but the 
wide ones are preferable for 
workmen. The machine was 
made in two sizes and had a 
grass box attached to catch the 
clippings. Loudon expressed 
the hope that every one who 
could afford it (seven guineas 
for the small mower, 10 for the 
large), would procure a machine 
and give it a trial. 

Skill Lingers On. 

Most of these who took Lou- 
don’s advice were well satisfied. 
The head gardeners at the Lon- 
don Zoo calculated that the new 
mower did as much work as six 
men with scythes and brooms. 

Under the old system, mow- 
ing a lawn was bad enough, but 
tidying up afterward was worse. 
In spite of the obvious advan- 
tage of the machine with its 
grass box, there was a conserva- 
tive group in England who per- 
sisted in the use of the scythe, 
and éven down to World War II, 
there were many aged men in 
Great Britain who retained the 
old skill and could scythe a 
grass plot fairly smooth and 
soft. 

By the 1870's, horse drawn 
mowers were in use in Eng- 
land. In the United States, 
Peter Henderson's horse drawn 
mower was the ultimate in 
mowing equipment around the 
turn of the century. A rather 
cumbersome half-ton steam 
criven mower was patented in 
1893, but any future that this 
monster might have had was 
forestalled by the perfecting of 
the internal combustion engine. 
By 1920 gasoline engines were 
standard on machines used to 
mow golf courses and estates. 
As the small gasoline engine 
found favor and developed, so 
did the power mower and it 
eventually took its place in the 
yvards of homes. Sometimes 
electric motors, too, are used 
for power. 

Principle Unchanged. 
Today's reel - type’ power 
ower is an advancement over 

Budding’ machine—the prin-

Becket has also served as ad- 
visor on the design of the new 
Air Force Academy in Colorado

Jones, who was born in Kan- 
sas City, has practiced architec- 
ture in Los Angeles since 1945.

Garden Club Tour Next Weekend 
To Be Veritable Short Course in 
Horticulture and Landscape Design 


By ELEANOR B. McCLURE

Gardeners may enjoy a ver- 
itable “short course” in horticul- 
ture next Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday, when the St. Louis Gar- 
den Club has scheduled an 
“Educational Garden Tour.” 
Surley one of the pleasantest 
ways to learn about plants is to 
see them actually growing in 
beautiful settings. 

As an aid in plant identifica- 
tion, unusual evergreens, trees, 
shrubs and flowers are to be 
carefully labeled. In addition, 
the club has prepared‘a help- 
ful horticultural index for the 
use of those who take the tour. 
Anyone who is interested in 
broad-leafed evergreens, for ex- 
ample, will know in advance 
which gardens feature’ such 
materials. The Lammert gar- 
den alone will have 25 labeled 
varieties of holly. 

Design In Planting. 

Other topics included in the 
index: ground ‘cover,’ wild 
flowers roses, specimen trees, 
flowering trees and_ shrubs, 
hedges and conifers. Of special 
interest, too, are such features 
as greenhouses, a sun-heated 
pit, and a decorative tool house 

Most important of all, per- 
haps, is the fact that the ten 
gardens present such interest- 
ing studies in garden planning 
and design. Among different 
landscape features are motor 
courts, rose and perennial gar- 


dens, cutting gardens, wild 
flower gardens, and a _iand- 
scaped setting for a swimming 
pool. Some parts of these plans 
might be modified or adapted 
to fit a suburban plot. 

Gardeners who like to see 
what can be done with a rela- 
tively small area should visit 
the dooryard garden at the home 
of Mr and Mrs. I. A. Stevens, 2 
High Downs. It was, in fact, a 
part of a remodeling plan, 
when a garage and stable were 
converted into a charming 
house. 

The garden spot ‘which had 
been a parking area) was en- 
Closed with a _ white picket 
fence. Instead of the conven- 
tional lawn, there is an intrigu- 
ing pattern of brick walks and 
brick-edged flower beds. This 
garden is surely an interesting 
departure from the usual 
“foundation planting’ of som- 
ber evergreens. 


It Takes Time. 

“The basic plan for our gar- 
den was made by Mortimer 
Burroughs,” Mrs. Stevens ex- 
plains. “I'm always stressing the 
importance of a good plan. It 
is all right to be a do-it-yourself 
gardener — provided you have 
a landscape architect make your 
basic plan. You can have a five- 
year plan or a ten-year plan, 
and eventually you'll get it 
done.”’ 

Although the Stevens garden 
is planned for spring-time ef- 
fect, it is attractive in the win- 


ter months, too. The strong 
architectural pattern of walks 
and beds is enchanced, by 


clumps of evergreen perennials 
— perennial candytuft, alyssum, 
and tufts of pinks. 

Then, in earliest spring, there 
are clumps of winter aconite, 
nodding snowdrops, and colo- 
nies of crocuses. Narcissi bl6om 
in April, along with fragrant 
hyacinths in white, blue and 
cream. White and yellow prim- 
roses bloom beside white arabis 
and alyssum, and the beds are 
edged with white and blue 
pansies. 

Just a little later there will 
be various pinks, sweet william, 
dwarf iris, and graceful little 
table iris. There are coral-bells, 
too, planted because they at- 
tract the hummingbirds 

Succession of Blue. 

It is difficult, Mrs. Stevens 
confesses, to keep small beds 
colorful through the season. For 
some she has worked out what 
she calls “apartment house” 
planting. In one double- decker, 
for example, she planted late 
scillas in the bottom of a bed, 
and then planted snow drops on 
top. After the snow drops have 
gone to seed, the scillas pop up. 
For a succession of blue in the 
same spot, she makes a sort of 
triple-decker — with late scil- 
las, grape hyacinths and early 
scillas. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Stevens 
are dedicated gardeners, and of

New Arch: 
Design in 


A School 
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In about three days time last 
week, builders put into plac 
the framework of a new addi- 
tion to the Price school, an ele 
mentary unit of the Ladue 


School district on Price Lane, 
a block south of Clayton road 
and a block west of Price road. 
The frame is built of precast, 
reinforced concrete arch sec- 
tions, which hinge together and 
are bolted to foundation plers. 

Architects Eric W. Smith Jr. 
and Robert Entzeroth, commis- 
sioned to design the school ad- 
dition, faced the problem of 
how to utilize newest develop- 
ments in school design, build- 
ing economies and operational 
advances, without (in so doing) 
destroying the balance of fa- 
cilities existing. Solution was 
to erect an entirely separate 
building and connect it to the 
old structure by a very light, 
covered passageway, the new 
unit being kept low in mass and 
located at the side so that it 
does not compete with the ma- 
jor element architecturally. 

The addition will be a clear- 
span construction and is to have 
no corridors, though a traffic- 
way beneath a_ cantilevered 
eight-foot-wide canopy along an 
outside wall will serve as such. 
The arch sections were precast 
in halves, including the canopy 
wing beam as an integral part, 
by the Precon Concrete Prod- 
ucts Co., then trucked to the 
site. 

The construction is being 
done by J. A. Bilhorn & Co, 
and the structural engineering 
was by John P. Nix and Asso- 
clates. 

While the arches were being 
cast, drilled piers were put 
down on the site, with precision 
sizing for joining with the base 
of the arch sections. Arches 
were set 16 feet on center and 
the space between spanned by 
steel bar joists, which will sup- 
port a light-weight, poured-in- 
place concrete roof slab. 

Walls are to be done with 
brick and stucco, with window 
walls in sliding aluminum gash. 
Interior finish fs to include 
vinyl tile floor covering, plas- 
tered wall area and acoustical- 
ly plastered ceiling following 
the slope of the roof. Lights 
will be recessed fluorescent fix- 
tures. Heating is to be by 
forced warm air from perim- 
eter outlets, with residential- 
sized furnaces located between 
classrooms. 

The building is to provide 
space for kindergarten, first 
and second grades, a nurse's 
room and teachers’s conference 
room. Bulding without corri- 
dors made it possible to pro- 
duce a larger amount of class- 
room area for the cost, which is 
to be $71,878. -The arches and 
the exterior stucco are to be 
covered with a sprayed-on vinyl 
plastic coating containing varie- 
gated colors and a granulated 
cork aggregate to provide tex- 
ture.

Grass Green 


And Lush for 


Egg Rollers 


Grass is greener and deeper 
in St. Louis now than at any 
time in the last four years, 
thanks to a slow, cool spring 
and ample rainfall. In many 
places a second or even third 
cutting is in order and in some 
places an extra cutting prob- 
ably came just before Easter 
for chidlren's egg rolling par- 
ties, or it was left long pur- 
posely for an Easter egg hunt 
on the lawn. 

Although Friday's tempera- 
ture went well up toward 90, 
for the first time this spring, 
it still isn't too late to plant 
some of the seed grasses and 
time is beginning to be right 
for planting of the plug grasses, 
which like the warmer tempera- 
tures. They're beginning to 
green-up now, too 

Use Fertilizer. 

To encourage thick branch- 
ing growth, nitrogen is essen- 
tial, and on most soils phos- 
phorous and potassium are also 
highly desirable.

ally been tested, is to recom- 
mend a complete 
that is, one containing nitrogen, 
phosphorous and _ potassium. 
These are expressed and re- 
quired by law on the fertilizer 
bag or package. Thus a 9-7-4 
analysis indicates 9° nitrogen, 
7% phosphorous and 4% pot- 
ash. For turf grass it is well 
to look for a complete ferti- 
lizer that is high in nitrogen. 
New this spring are high nitro- 
gen fertilizers (38 and 42 per 
cent) designed for slow leach- 
ing, non-burning qualities, ad- 
ditions to some that came into 


» the market last year. 


Mow Properly. 

Proper mowing is as essential 
to a good lawn as are 
seeding and proper feeding. 
Mowers need to be chosen, not 
on the basis of what everybody 
else seems to be buying, but on 
the basis of a machine tailored 
to the job to be done. 
operated push mowers still have 
their place for small city lawns 
and the newer power units are 
lighter and more efficient than 
ever. Reel-types are best where 
grading has ~~ been perfectly 
done, lawns lie nearly level, and 
where fine 
grow. Some new open blade 
reel types also will prove to be 
good for rougher terrain, but 
most popular for rough terrain 
around St. Louis are the ro- 
taries. 

The most common mistake 
is cutting the grass too short. 
Like any other plant, grass gets 
its energy from its leaves. If it 
is to remain healthy, not more 
than a third of the stalk—one- ‘£ 
half to one inch maximum— 
should be clipped off at one 
time. Too close clipping also 
hurts the appearance of the 
lawn by exposing the bare low- 
er stalks and brownish lower 
leaves. 

In moderate weather, the 

lawn mower should be set to 
| cut not less than one and one- 
| half to two inches above the 
ground—two inches are better 
for most lawns. During hot or 
dry spells, or on terraces that 
get a lot of sun, a minimum 
height of three inches is rec- 
ommended. 

Bentgrass lawns may be safe- 
ly trimmed a little closer— 
three-fourths inch high in cool 
weather and one inch when it 
is hot. Another exception {is an 
established lawn that has been 
reseeded. In this case the older 
grass should be kept to a 


height of about one inch so it 


will not overshadow the new 
growth. 


Vary Mowing Pattern. 


The lawn should be mowed. 


whenever the grass has grown 
one-half to three-fourths inch 
above the minimum height. In 
many areas this will mean mow- 
ing about every five to seven 
days in the spring. 

Frequent light cuttings not 
only make healthier and better 
looking grass, but the short 
clippings can be left where they 
fall without detracting from the 
appearance of the lawn. 

Varying the mowing pattern 
and direction from time to time 
is recommended so the mower 
wheels will not compact the 
turf by repeatedly travelling

‘County Agent Lauds 
31 Fescue as Grass 
For St. Louis Lawns

County Extension Agent. 

St. Louis area lawns, even 
when proper measures are taken 
to bring the soil up to a high 
level of fertility, are subjected 
to such peculiar weather con- 
ditions throughout the year that 
finding a suitable grass for all 
conditions is difficult, if not 
impossible. 

Although it has had little fan- 
fare and is actually considered 
generally as a pasture grass, 
Kentucky 31. fescue seems to 
offer as many possibilities for 
securing the greatest number 
of days per year of good grass 
in lawns as any other crop, in- 
cluding several of the so-called 
wonder grasses. It certainly, on 
the basis of several years ob- 
servation, offers to the owner 
of a sun-baked area—-free from 
any shade—greater possibilities 
than does bluegrass.

Unique Niche in Show Business 


St. Louis Firm for Generations Has Been Making

NE DAY Joe Meisel Jr., head of a St. Louis concern with 
a unique niche in show business, was piloting the elderly 
elevator upward in the building housing his firm. He was 


accompanied by a friend. They happened to stop at a floor 
where a lunch-hour bridge game was in progress. 


The man with Meisel agreed 
to sit in, got 13 spades the 


first hand, switched the game 
to poker, got a few more eye- 


popping hands and departed 
—leaving the other players try- 
ing to figure out why the cards 
in their hands totaled each 
of their exact ages. 


As they pondered the innate 
wisdom of the advisement about 
not playing cards with strang- 
ers, Meisel and his friend, 
Blackstone the Magician, went 
on upstairs to pick out a nice 
escape trunk. Trunks are Mei- 
sel’s business. 

Escape trunks are merely a 
specialty. It’s the Herkert & 
Meisel theatrical trunk which 
has become legend down 


through generations of perform- 
ers, from the gone and mourned 
acts on the fabled and vanished 
vaudeville circuits to headliners 
of the present. 


In vaudeville days the ward- 
robe trunk manufactured by the 
St. Louis concerns was a symbol 
of show business success, and 
it continues to hold a fond spot 
in the heart of stars of today. 


Bob Hope in his autobiogra- 
phy recalls, “We finally bought 
an H & M trunk. To a vaude- 
villian, having an H & M was 
like having ‘sterling’ engraved 
on your bottom if you were a 
teapot.” 


Memories cling like cobwebs 
around this old firm, established 
in 1888. Faded pictures adorn 
its walls—Pat Rooney, Fred 
Stone, the young Cantor, Jessel, 
Jolson, a hundred forgotten 
song-dance-patter turns, a hun- 
dred other long -remembered 
and suctessful acts, everybody 
from Fred Astaire to Ed Holder 
and His Mule.

ND memories crowd around 
the theatrical trunk itself. 
“There was a special the- 
atrical trunk made by the Her- 
kert & Meisel Trunk co. which 
was constantly adding new fea- 
tures to lighten the burden of the 
vaudeville wife,” the late Fred 
Allen wrote. “The H & M ward- 
robe trunk had such innovations 
as a metal compartment in one 
drawer to hold an electric iron; 
a small rubber-lined compart- 
ment which enabled actors to 
pack wet sponges, washcloths 
and soap on hurried closing 
nights; a hat compartment for 
man or woman; a flat drawer 
under the wardrobe section to 
hold shoes; a jewel box; an 
ironing board that could be at- 
tached securely to the trunk to 
enable women to iron in the 
theater. These, and many other 
features of this trunk, made life 
easier for the vaudeville mother 
the babies teethed on 
greasepaint jars... .” 

Those troupers, quite literal- 
ly, lived out of the H&M in 
their never-ending two-a-day 
tour from town to town in 
search of what only vaudevil- 
lians know about, never quite 
finding it, never ceasing to look. 
Many were smallitimers whose 
trunks were often lowered from 
hotel windows when funds ran 
low; others were top-notchers, 
fast with a hearty handout. 

One traditional story has it 
an H & M was dropped five 
floors without smashing al- 
though it cost $90 to have the 
sidewalk repaired.

OPHIE TUCKER—who nev-

the firm’s oldest customers; has 
ordered a trunk to hold 30 hats.

HILE the démand has de- 

creased in proportion to

How 
did it get that way? 

Joe Meisel is the grandson 
of John Meisel who with Fred 
Herkert founded the firm 69 
years ago. Their manufactured 
merchandise was the general 
range of luggage. Around the 
turn of the century,.the need 
was seen for a real trouper of 
a trunk, one that could with- 
stand the rigors of the vaude- 
villian’s life. So a trunk was

At the hotel a 
crib was improvisea by remov- 
ing a large bureau drawer and 
placing it on the bed or be- 
tween two chairs. At the theatre 
the baby slept in the top of the 
trunk in the dressing room...”

HE theatrical trunk is 

strictly for wear; not for 

fashionable appearance pri- 
marily, but first and foremost 
functional. 

Entertainment folk have a 
penchant in many facets of life 
for flair and flash as opposed 
to permanency, said Meisel, but 
when it comes to a trunk they 
are looking for lasting quality. 


The firm devised its own 
riveting machine for added 
strength and it is still in use 
after 40 years, attaching bind- 
ing with split steel rivets; the 
trunk walls are multiple-ply 
basswood, the hardware is 
double annealed steel, the fin- 
ish is a vulcanized fiber of 
utmost toughness. 


It was a trunk that became 


a badge of belonging to a lodge: 


where the password was talent 
—maybe the act was tempo- 
rarily in a slump but there 
was something dependable 
about the H & M. After all, 
it was the same kind Lunt and 
Fontaine had—and even they 
had to start somewhere. 


Arturo Toscannini was a cus- 
tomer, so was Jeanette McDon- 
ald.

Back when the theatrical

NLY a relatively few work- 
ers are busy now turning 
out the H & M theatrical 
trunks. Their heydey seems to 
be forever over—but they are 
made the same deliberate, care- 
ful, nonassembly-line way they 
always were, 

A proud ad in an old the- 
atrical book, published in con- 
nection with the National 
Vaudeville Artist's benefit fund 
of 1926, when you could buy 
a new Chevrolet for $510, states 
unequivocally that H & M was 
the only theatrical trunk worthy 
of a real pro. 


It’s a flamboyant book from a 
flamboyant era. Headliners and 
smalltimers alike had ads, help- 
ing out fellow artists who had 
fallen on evil times. One act’s 
ad dared the world to challenge 
its statement it had the only 
monkey in the world that could 
do the Charleston. 


Bert Lahr was young and 
fresh-faced, Moran and Mack in 
their prime, Lew Price bragged 
he was The Thief of Bad Gags, 
a youngster named Bob Burns 
was coming along, George 
Burns's partner was named Al- 
len Grace, and the Harrington 
Sisters admitted to being “Two 
Little Rosebuds in a Garden 


of Song.” 

Blossom Seely and Benny 
Fields and Ed Lowry and a kid 
named Chester Morris and an 
innocent-faced fellow called 
Jack Benny advertised along 
with Charley Weir’s dancing 
elephants and a plenitude of 
performing bears.

HE old circuits—the Or-

There are schools of thought, 
notably among landladies and 
hotel clerks, who profess to 
remember vaudevillians as a 
fairly raffish crew, not as good 
credit risks as, say, certified 
public accountants.

Davis, a former professor 
at Stanford University, is 
widely known among scholars 
as a specialist in population 
trends and their economic im- 
pact. He has bten a member 
of the President's three-man 
council of economic advisers 
since 1955. 

Until a few years ago, Davis 
said, virtually all authorities 
thought that the United States 
had reached the end of its long

HE sharp jump in growth 

which now is causing alarm 

in world capitals is, ironic- 
ally, a by-product of the postwar 
effort to raise living standards 
in under-developed areas. 

It did not result from an in- 
crease in birth rates, which 
have tended to remain stable or 
decline slowly in most coun- 
tries, but from a precipitate 
drop in the death rate as mod- 
ern techniques of sanitation and 
medical care were introduced. 


Ceylon is a classic example 
of what is happening. Compar- 
atively simple and inexpensive 
health measures, such as DDT 
spraying to control malaria, 
have cut Ceylon’s death rate 
virtually in half in the past 10 
years. But the birth rate has 
remained at the traditional] high 
level. 

Result: Ceylon’s population, 
after centuries of comparative 
stability, is shooting upwards at 
the rate of 3 per cent a year. 
This means that Ceylon, which 
already has 300 people per 
square mile, will double popu- 
lation by 1980. 

Egypt, Pakistan, Mexico, 
Brazil and British Guiana have 
been growing in population at a 
comparable rate. 

“Some of the most populous 
nations of Asia are now trying 
to achieve the same kind of re- 
duction in death rate that took 
place in Ceylon,” Cook said. “If 
all of Asia should begin to mul- 
tiply at the same rate as Ceylon, 
the population of that one 
continent would grow to nearly 
five billions in 30 years. 

The present population of the 
earth is about 2,700,000,000. It 
has been increasing since World 
War II. at an average rate of 
1.5 per cent a year. This is 
approximately double the rate 
of increase which prevailed dur- 
ing the preceding century.

Girdling Globe With Salvation 


Lutheran Church, Missouri Synod, Operates World-Wide Recording Network Here

ESTLED in the quiet of a 

seminary campus in Clayton, 

undisturbed even by an echo 
of the noisy traffic two blocks 
away, are the heart and voice 
of a world-wide recording net- 
work which reaches the eyes 
and ears of men and women in 
more than 400 American cities 
and from Alaska to the Azores, 
from Manila to Mosambique. 

There are no commercials, no 
raucous rock and roll. There 
are no quiz shows with big 
prizes or comedy routines. In 
their place are prayers, ser- 
mons, hymns, religious dramas 
and discussions on moral and 
ethical problems for adults and 
teen-agers. 

Headquarters for the net- 
work, miles from the shadow 
and substance of Radio City or 
Madison Avenue, is radio sta- 
tion KFUO, owned and operat- 
ed by the Lutheran Church, 
Missouri Synod, and located on 
the campus of Concordia Theo- 
logical Seminary. Here, series of 
religious programs are planned 
and written and some of them 
produced. Others, prepared at 
KFUO, are recorded in St. Lou- 
is churches or other studios 
here, or, in the instance of one 
series, on the west coast. 

But the center of the network 


operation remains in the KFUO 
offices, and it’s from the sta- 
tion’s busy shipping room that 
transcriptions and tapes are 
sent out daily to Toledo or 
Tokyo, to Iceland or Seattle or 
London or Los Angeles. They're 
available to any Lutheran pas- 
tor or congregation for use on 
local radio and television sta- 
tions. All they pay is a small 
handling and mailing fee. The 
service is provided without 
cost. 

Right now, practically the en- 
tire output is for radio, although 
a pilot television film—designed 
as a pattern for locally-produced 
television shows—has been pre- 
pared and other filmed shows 
may follow. Television scripts, 
however, which may be used on 
local stations by local casts, are 
available. 

“It’s an extension program 
designed to increase the useful- 
ness of our station,” said Gen- 
eral Manager Emerson Russell. 
“Even though our territory must 
necessarily be limited, this en- 
ables KFUO to send its influ- 
ence throughout the world.” 

Begun in 1948 as a part-time 
project of preparing radio 
scripts for Lutheran pastors to 
use when appearing on their lo- 
cal stations, the extension de- 
partment has now grown into a 
full-time . operation. Manager 
Russel] and Dr. Herman H. 
Hohenstein, department super- 
visor, are constantly considering 
new ways of taking the church’s 
message throughout the world. 

Although all programs have a 
religious theme, they are non- 
denominational. They are de- 
signed to appeal to listeners of 
all faiths and all ages. There 
are hymns by children’s choirs 
as well as by adults. There are 
discussions by teen-agers and a 
pastor on such subjects as going 
steady or taking out the family 
car. There are moments of 
meditation, sermonettes, dramas 
based on Biblical themes and 
created in the “You Are There” 
mold.

USSELL, a deeply-religious 

man, is a veteran in the 

radio and public relations 
field. In a “sales presentation,” 
replete with such terms from 
the commercial world as re- 
search, development, testing, 
get attention, make appeal, 
stress benefits, give proof and 
right price, he told district 
pastoral public relations repre- 
sentatives: - 

“We must remember that we 
have a product of infinite worth 
in the Gospel, and that we be- 
lieve in that product. But the 
big job is to persuade someone 
else to believe in it. Our ap- 
proach cannot be a drab and 
colorless gesture. We must first 
get his attention, make an ap- 
peal, stress the benefits, give 
proof and show that the ‘price’ 
is within his reach... 

“We are ‘salesmen’ in the 
highest sense of the term, sales- 
men of the Holy Spirit. We do 
our selling job without compro- 
mise—on the quality of the 
product. We do it by making 
an impact, trying new, appro- 
priate ideas and studying the 
market, This is God’s Business.” 

As the general manager indi- 
cated, production methods can 
be no lower nor less strict than 
those in the commercial world 
because it’s in the name of re- 
ligion and not on behalf of fee- 
paying sponsors. But much of 
the work is voluntary, contrib- 
uted either by Lutherans or by 
those of other faiths who are in 
accord with the purpose and 
policy of the station’s extension 
program.

bles long enough to write 
scripts for “Direct Report,” a 
dramatic series supposedly ema- 
nating from the Holy Land and 
reporting in modern terminol- 
ogy and via twentieth-century 
electronics events recorded in 
the New Testament. The series, 
produced in the KFUO studios, 
is directed by Robert K. Gil- 
more, director of dramatics at 
Webster Groves High School 
and a part-time announcer on 
KFUO. Among those who por- 
tray roles in the series are the 
branch superintendent for a 
drugs and chemical firm, a tele- 
vision station receptionist and 
an automobile salesman. 


Pastors, teen-agers and sing- 
ers also contribute their time 
to the various recorded and 
filmed projects, although occa- 
sionally Russell and Dr. Hohen- 


stein go far afield for profes- 
sional services. Such a series 
is “Portals of Prayer,” a two- 
minute radio devotional for 
every day in the year, featuring 
the voice of Nelson Leigh. Leigh 
became known to Lutherans as 
“Pastor Martin” on the church's 
television program, “This Is The 
Life,” presented in St. Louis 
over KSD-TY. 
* * — 
O record this series, Russell 
T went to the west coast 
where 40 transcriptions 
were cut each day until the 
year’s supply was completed. 
“Leigh couldn’t work too 
long at a time because his voice 
naturally would become hoarse 
and strained,” said Russell. 
“But we rehearsed and recorded 
from 9:30 to 11:30 and from 
1:30 to 3:30 every day. Our 


principal production problem 
was finding music which would 
provide a background and at 
the same time wouldn't distract 
the listener from what the nar- 
rator was saying. 


“We were looking for what is 
called ‘nothing’ music and that 
took.a lot of our time.” 

Apparently, though, the com- 
bination of the KFUQ-written 
script, Leigh’s voice and the 
“nothing” music proved attrac- 
tive to listeners because at the 
last count almost 250 stations 
throughout the world were us- 
ing the brief devotional mes- 
sages. They are also being 
heard in broadcasts for peniten- 
tiaries, colleges and hospitals. 

Most of the production prob- 
lems have been met—and sur- 
mounted—in programs recorded 
either in the KFUO studios or

in St. Louis churches. In “Di- 
rect Report,” sound effects have 
caused the most frustration, 
Russell said. However, in every 
case, home-made remedies have 
effected a cure. 

To obtain a required echo, the 
production staff suspended a 
microphone over a metal waste- 
basket. To simulate the drawing 
of a sword from its sheath, a 
metal strip Was scraped across 
a cement trowel. For one scene, 
supposed to be in a temple, the 
producer moved cast and micro- 
Phones down into one of the 
station's corridors. Since it was 
not sound-proofed, the ordinary 
corridor noise contributed to 
the busy temple atmosphere 
over the air. 

That same lack of sound- 
proofing in a church where Rus- 
sell and an engineer were re- 
cording the voices of a chil- 
dren's choir forced a retake 
when right in the midst of a 
quiet hymn came a raucous 
“Be-eep” from a truck horn in 
the alley. Another tape was 
spoiled when a restless young 
singer inadvertently kicked the 
platform. 


But despite the lack of elabo- 
rate studios, there have been 
few headaches and the end re- 
sult is of professional caliber. 
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VEN the youth counseling 

series, “It’s Your Problem,” 

in which teen-agers talk ra- 
ther than read a set script, 
poses few worries. They use a 
script merely to understand 
how the particular problem is 
to be presented, then, listening 
to the tape, you can envision a 
troubled young person talking 
earnestly to his pastor, rather 
than an actor reading his lines. 

Among the other series made 
available to Lutheran pastors by 
the radio extension department 
are “The Chapel Window,” a 
15-minute program including 
sermonette, solo and prayer; 
“Five Minutes With the Bible,” 
with hymn, meditation and 
prayer; “Ask Me Another,” of- 
fering Scriptural answers to re- 
ligious questions as well as to 
topics of the day; radio ad- 
dresses, Bible history quiz and 
spelling bee; roundtable discus- 
sion with pastor and laymen, 
and Christian comment on cur- 
rent events. 

“Our programs are now being 
heard throughout the world,” 
said Russell. We have had re- 
quests for our products from 
Iceland, Japan, India, Guate- 
mala, the Philippines, Formosa, 
Korea, Argentina, Brazil, Aus- 
tralia, Puerto Rico, Mexico, Ha- 
waii, Holland, Alaska and from 
several countries in Europe. 

“One pastor in the Philip- 
pines is using a great deal of 
our material, reaching not only 
the people of Manila but those 
in a mountain province, where 
listeners gather to hear hymns 
and sermons over the village's 
only radio, a pre-tuned battery 
set which receives programs 
from the Manila station. 

“But that same Manila sta- 
tion also was heard by a youth 
in Cheshire, England, who 
wrote us for material to be used 
for the Wesley Youth Fellow- 
ship in his home city. 

“There is no doubt that 
through radio the world has 
become a neighborhood.”

Thoughts 
On Man's 
Land Use

P until midmonth there 
was little about our April 
weather to let us kilow

Dogwood shows ng “sign 
of opening and even the - 
bud, which is often in full-bios- 
som by the third week of April, 
is just beginning to show,-Out 
in the pastures, grass is @réen 
and waiting a few warm-days 
to take off. Yet it is still at the 
point where any amount of 
grazing by cattle can catise a 
severe setback and many -farm- 
ers still have their livestock on 
winter feed. 


When we walk out across the 
farm on the weekend, adding up 
the countless jobs to be ddéne 
and estimating the amowtnt of 
elbow-grease necessary to ac- 
complish them, we recall an ar- 
ticle from one of the research 
organizations which projects a 
“conveyor belt farm.” This farm 
operates under a huge plastic 
dome. The necessary amount 
of earth is placed on the con- 
veyor which then moves dlong 
under conditions of perfectly 
controlled moisture and tem- 
perature while electronic eyes 
gauge the necessary amounts of 
seed, fertilizer and rain to make 
the perfect crop. At the end of 
the line, crops will be harvested, 
processed and packaged for 
marketing. The farmer will sit 
in a control room pushing but- 
tons to accomplish all this, 
Surely the next step will be to 
cook the food and deliver. it to 
your mouth via pneumatic tube 
with some interesting device ar- 
ranged to handle the digestive 
process.

I doubt it will be that sfm- 
ple. I am even more certain 
that the only kind of a world 
in which such a system is 
possible is also a world in 
which most of the fun will 
have gone out of living. I've 
never tried to total up the 
exact number of so-called 
“civilizations” which havé ex- 
isted in the short 6000 years 
since man first learned to 
tame a few wild animals 
plant a few seeds. 
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BUT OF THIS I am fairly 
certain. In each of these civil- 
izations, man temporarily be- 


came master of his physical 
environment.

failed to take into account the 
immutable laws which govern 
the natural universe. And. in 
every civilization up to..our 
present one, the natural en- 
vironment which supported it 
was destroyed—and the civil- 
ization died.

It was perhaps 350,000,000 
years ago that the first plants 
and animals established them- 
selves on land, slowly push- 
ing their way farther from 
the ocean. And with the 
death of these plants mid 
animals and the return of 
their bodies to earth in er- 
ganic substances, soil began 
to form. Through eons the 
life forms became more com- 
plex—and the soils along 
with them, capable of sup- 
porting this life. Plants and 
animals adapted themselves 
to the conditions under which 
they must live or perished— 
and no one could count. the 
species which have thus dis- 
appeared.

NE of the first qualities to 
0 consider in choosing a pretty 

dress to launch the summer 
wardrobe is sheerness of fabric. 
Leading designers whose sum- 
mer collections are arriving in 
St. Louis stores have taken the 
filmiest of materials to empha- 
size the vogue of fluid silhou- 
ettes and to stress the feminine 
flattery of drapings, tucks and 
floating panels. 

Chiffon heads the list of pop- 
ular sheers, especially for late 
day and evening dresses, while 
its crisper rival, organza, is 
among the favorites for youth- 
ful more bouffant modes. Sig- 
nificant, too, are the many 
sheer materials with a crepe 
texture that are being featured 
for black and navy town dresses 
and for entire jacket costumes. 
Looking ahead to soaring tem- 
peratures during July and Au- 
gust, women will find that old- 
fashioned voile, dotted swiss 
and mull-like cottons are high- 
lighted in dainty floral patterns 
as Well as cool looking pastel 
tints.

Returning home, a couple in Ta- 
coma, Wash., found their cottage 
ransacked. Only thing missing: the 
cream from four quarts of milk. 


_ A Cambridge, Mass., man started 


across his back porch one morning, 
suddenly found his leg dangling in 
space. During the night, thieves had 
lugged away the porch steps — ban- 
ister and all. 


Somebody burgled a public-relations 
office in Glendale, Calif. Stolen: a 
book entitled The Art of Stealing 
Literary Material. 

Other bookish crooks entered a 
printing plant in Melbourne, Aus- 
tralia, and appropriated 10,000 cop- 
ies of a pamphlet printed for the 
police. Its contents: information 
about crime prevention. 

In Ocala, Fla., thieves broke into a 
menagerie and dragged off 23 alli- 
gators. 

If caught, burglars who broke into 
a Chicago furniture store probably 
won't talk — but something they 
took with them may. Their loot in- 
cluded rugs, lamps, a portable bar 
— and Peggy. Peggy is a parrot. 
Another haul may send Chicago po- 
lice searching for a haystack. Stolen 
from a factory, the haul comes to an 
even 123,000 needles. 

In Utica, N.Y., a state trooper res- 
cued two men who had fallen off a 
bridge into a creek, then arrested

them for stealing. Before falling off, 
they had cut up two thirds of the 
bridge and sold it for scrap. 

With an eye to future operations, a 
thief broke into a salesman’s car in 
Newark, N.J., and rifled it of nine 
burglar alarms.

How NOT to influence

WASHINGTON, D.C. 
Would you like to know how to influence 


your Congressman? The slick lobbyists 


around here use the wrong approach. You 
don’t have to buy him a drink or invite him 
to a cocktail party. The music of tinkling 
glasses won't help get his ear. 

As I sit here writing this, I have on my 
desk invitations to four cocktail parties. This 
represents an average day's invitations, 
though I am not known as a drinking man. 
The main purpose of these parties is to in- 


fluence Congressmen. The _ lobbyist-hosts 
would be better off saving their liquor. In 
my case, their cause may be in worse shape 
because I know why they entertain me — 
and it makes me suspicious. 

A Congressman should learn to handle 
cocktail parties before they handle him. But 
it isn’t easy to boycott them. A Congressman 
depends on votes for his job. He can’t afford 
to snub voters or offend important groups. 
Many invitations come from organizations 
important to my state. If I refuse to go, |

am said to be out of sympathy with my 
state’s interests. 

The list of pressure groups is endless. I 
hear from the Shorthorn Association, Long- 
horn Association and Leghorn Association; 
organized growers of wheat, tobacco, cotton, 
fruit, peanuts; associations for the advance- 
ment of the colored race, yellow race, Indian 
race and white race; veterans of various wars 
and the sons and daughters of the veterans 
of other wars. There are wildlife associations 
(suggestive of what we have to go through ) 
and undertakers’ associations (a reminder of 
what eventually will happen to us). Other 
organizations represent employers, employ- 
ees, bankers, meat. packers, real-estate men, 
dairy men, railroads, truckers, airlines. You 
name the group; I’ve been lobbied by it. 

What is a Congressman to do? I can afford 
to turn down the Pickle Packers’ Association, 
because we don’t have many pickles in North 
Dakota and what we do have we eat before 
they are packed. But it takes a skilled diplo- 
mat to talk his way out of some invitations. 
If I accepted them all, I'd be so groggy from 
loss of sleep that I couldn’t cast the votes the 
parties are supposed to influence. 

I don’t figure the voters sent me here to 
sample alcoholic drinks. Not that I'm against 
drinking. I've been known to take a beer on 
a hot day. If I enjoyed it, I would drink. But 
I prefer my vice in other forms. Anyhow, 
I’m not very smart and I see no reason to blur 
what abilities I do have. I knew one Con- 
gressman who followed the cocktail route 
here so diligently that his opponent had no 
trouble beating him after his first term. 

I go to cocktail parties, sometimes be- 
cause I want to but usually because I have to. 
I always accept the first drink that is offered 
and carry it around all evening. It still is full 
when I leave. I find it simpler to carry the 
drink than be pestered about my empty fist. 


Those Busy Elbows 


The other evening I attended a reception 
for-about 1,500 people. I thought to myself: 
“If the water being used in the drinks here 
were available in the arid area of North 
Dakota, we would be well on the road toward 
solving our drought problem.” I noticed a 
number of Congressmen present. We old- 
timers have learned to pace ourselves, but 
some members haven't. At the rate their el- 
bows were bending, it’s no wonder some 
wind up looking like pompous politicians. 

You may think I am exaggerating. But fig- 
ures show that Washington leads all Ameri- 
can cities in downing liquor. Its annual per- 
capita consumption is 4.9 gallons. Congress 


even appropriates tax dollars to throw cock- 
tail parties for foreign diplomats who come 
here to borrow money. 

I have learned to be selective about ac- 
cepting invitations. More than once, I have 
kept my tail out of the screen door by saying 
“No.” Once I was offered a decoration and 
an all-expense trip to New York because of 
the way I had voted on a certain issue. I 
voted then, as I always do, on principle. I 
saw no reason to be decorated for that. Later 
I learned that the New York reception was 
sponsored by a Communist-front organiza- 
tion, not so identified at the time. 

There’s another angle to these parties. 
Their sponsors put them down as “entertain- 
ment” and deduct them from their taxes. I 
think it’s ironic that, in a sense, you tax- 
payers are helping pay for parties to influence 
Congressmen who aren't being influenced.

Actually, little lobbying goes on at cock- 
tail parties. That comes later; the parties 
simply wet the way. After you have partaken 
of someone’s hospitality, he comes around 
and feels now your door is open to him. My 
door is always open anyway. I'll tell you how 
to influence me — and most Congressmen: 

e Write me a letter, short and to the 
point, preferably on one page. Tell me what 
you want and ask for my help. If your plea 
is legitimate, I'll start on it immediately. 

e If you're in Washington, come to my 
office the first day here. Don’t try to fight 
your way through Washington red tape by 
yourself. But don’t pressure me. Don’t try 
to buy me a cocktail. And don’t try to influ- 
ence me through friends. 

e Be certain of your facts. I have to rely 
on them. 

On this last point, I sometimes say faceti- 


ously: “If there’s any lying to be done, I'll do ° 


it myself.” Once when I was a young lawyer 
in Fargo, N.D., I was hired to defend a man 
accused of stealing a horse. I had some doubt 
about his innocence. I told the jury I was 
there merely to see that the accused was given 
his Constitutional rights. 

During cross-examination, my client broke 
down and admitted his guilt. But the jury 
came back with a “Not Guilty” verdict. Later 
I asked the foreman why. He replied: “We 
knew that fellow couldn’t tell the truth even 
under oath.” 

That's all there is to influencing your Con- 
gressman. State your case briefly, come in to 
see him if possible and tell a straight story. A 
3¢ stamp or a personal call — and a legiti- 
mate request — is all you need. s

ELIZABETH, N.J. 
For John Shannon, 39, a grade-school teacher at 
Public School 1 here, a teacher’s job doesn’t end 
when the dismissal bell rings. “You should be 
able,” he says, “to help the children after school 
as well.” How Shannon helps: by building and 
operating what is probably the only miniature 
golf course to be found inside a classroom. 

For years, Shannon, a bachelor, has been de- 
pressed by the sight of wistful children standing 
on the sidelines while the bigger, stronger and 
more agile kids play softball, volleyball, basket- 
ball and other games of skill. “During our after- 
school sports program,” he recalls, “it was al- 
ways the same boys and girls who were left out.” 

Then, three years ago, the husky ex-athlete 
took up golf and found himself fascinated. 
Talking to some of his new golfing pals, he got 
the -idea of a miniature course for the school. 
“The principal loaned me a vacant classroom,” 
says Shannon. “A local rug dealer supplied the 
‘fairways’. Some students and I chipped in to 
build the obstacles. And a nearby golfing range

contributed balls and clubs.” What Shannon 
doesn’t mention but his friends do: about $100 
of his own money so far has gone into the course 
for additional equipment. 

P.S. 1’s sidelines soon were swept clean of 
spectators. Today,:from 3 to 4:30 three days a 
week, the classroom bulges with 30 to 40 chil- 
dren from 9 to 12, breathlessly putting their 
way around the 10-hole course. “Sometimes,” 
says Shannon, “they get so absorbed they even 
stop talking.” 


Sodas with a Smile 


At intervals Shannon stages tournaments, 
with prizes. Occasionally he himself issues a 
challenge: “If any one of you beats my score, 
ice-cream sodas for everybody here.” John, an 
85 golfer, usually wins. But once he had to shell 
out $4.75 for sodas to 15 crowing children. 

What all this does for onetime sports wall- 
flowers delights Shannon. “Even children who 
never were interested in sports come here,” he 
says. “I guess that’s because golf is such a chal- 
lenging game; you shoot a good score and you 
want to come back and beat it.” 

Though some of his miniature golfers are 


good at other sports, most are not. “This is a 


game,” explains Shannon, “that children with 
poor coordination, little strength and even with 
disabilities as severe as cerebral palsy can play. 

“And what it does for their self-confidence! 
Just imagine how proud a child feels — he’s 
been a flop in every sport he’s tried —- when he 
beats a boy who is the school’s home-run king.” 

The value of his golf course, Shannon ac- 
knowledges, \might be put in pompous jargon by 
educational authorities. But he sums it up this 
way: “It has given pleasure to children who 
never seemed to have any fun.” e

Along Spain's Costa Brava, a rugged 
reach of Mediterranean shore between 
Barcelona and the French border (map, 
above), Monaco's Prince Rainier and 
Princess Grace sometimes anchor their 
vacht. Non-vacht-owning Americans 
of whom 600,000 are expected to visit 
Europe in 1957—-will find that this 
little-known coast offers unbelievably 
low. prices as well as the sun-bathed, 
unhurried pace that attracts rovalty. 
The Costa Brava’s combination of 
rocky coves, sandy beaches, age-old “at- 
mosphere” and_ piggy-bank cost has 
attracted European tourists for some 
time. Today, Americans touring the 
continent——as more and more do cach 
vear—-are starting to visit the coast. 
Spanish tourist officials foresee a dav, 
possibly 10 vears off, when this seaside 
backwater will be one of the most- 
recommended stops on the Grand Tour. 
The moral is obvious: Consider the 
Costa Brava for your vacation now. 
Like Henry and Bettina McNulty, 
whose Costa Brava stay is pictured on 
these pages, you'll find the “Rugged 
Coast” a refreshing change from tradi- 
tional attractions. You can make it a 
major stop, or simply drop in for a 
whirlwind tour. From the U. S., three 
airlines fly to Spain overnight (TWA 


and Iberia to Madrid, Pan-American to 
Barcelona). If vou're already in Eu- 
rope, vou can reach these cities by air 
or rail. Then, as the MeNultvs did, 
vou can rent a car in Barcelona. 

Henry and Bettina had had a spell 
of buzzing cities, historic sights and 
bright lights; they wanted a “human” 
interlude. Spain gave it to them. The 
people were warm, friendly and—in 
contrast to some Luropeans——eager to 
help. foreigners. Although the’ govern- 
ment is a dictatorship, its policy is to 
encourage tourism; government and 
people make Americans welcome. 

On the Costa Brava, the McNultvs 
found 110 miles of steep, deeply in- 
dented, wooded shoreline. Dotted along 
it are pink beaches, rocky points, quaint 
fishing villages, olive groves, vineyards, 
castles, ruins——all fronting the warm, 
blue, unbelievably clear waters of the 
\lediterranean. 

They quickly tasted Costa Brava at- 
mosphere—and prices. Starting at the 
town of Palamés, they drifted towards 
sounds of music. In the streets, they 
found villagers of all ages tripping 
through the sardana, the traditional 
rings-within-rings dance of Catalonia. 
The McNultys sat at a sidewalk table 
and watched; later, when a waiter pre-

sented their check, he apologized for an 
extra charge of two pesetas. On sardana 
night, he explained, restaurants charged 
more to pay the musicians. (Two pesetas 
is equal to 5 cents.) 

Even more eye-opening are hotel prices. 
Henry and Bettina wandered up and down 
the coast, looking. The most expensive 
hotel they found, at S’Agaré, charged $12 
a day for two, including board and tips. 
The cheapest—also on a beach—was 
$2.50 a day a person for room, board and 
wine. 

Inexpensive buses serve the coast on a 
regular schedule from Barcelona. (The 
up-and-down terrain so far has defied rail- 
road builders.) It cost the McNultys more 
to rent a little Spanish-made SEAT—12 
cents a mile, plus $4 a day for the chauf- 
feur’s food and lodging—but it was worth 
it. 

Wild, winding roads (one boasts 365 
curves) gave them quick glimpses of rag- 
ged shore, blue water, white villages, 
colorful fishing ports. Ocasionally the 
couple traveled on cruceros, or water 
buses, which offer a slow but beautififl 
ride between Costa Brava towns. Fisher- 
men, they found, were eager to rent their 
boats for $4 a day. Henry McNulty’s ad- 
vice: “Haggle first.” 

Henry and Bettina made several trips 
to their favorite beach, near the castled

town of Bagur, where the sea’s color is 
set off by pink granite rocks. Their favor- 
ite town, however, was Tossa de Mar, a 
medieval spot with a walled inner city 
and a lookout tower guarding the beach. 
Tossa is a town of unpaved streets and 
the whitewashed homes of fishermen; it 
was old when pirates roamed the coast and 
Moors swept down to carry off Catalonia’s 
womenfolk. Today it is one of the few 
places on the coast where you meet tourists 
—mostly English and French—and in 
summer the atmosphere gets a bit “arty.” 
Some visitors feel the best time to visit it 
is after the season ends in September. 
Henry and Bettina, however, found

Bettina also shopped at Palafrugell, 
where basketry is cheap, and in Palamés, 
where hand-made, -embroidered dresses 
for children were as low as $2. 

One day they attended a bullfight at 
San Feliu, largest of the coast ports, for 
$2 a seat. Henry pronounced it exciting, 
a strange combination of beauty and sav- 
agery. (This is a point every American 
must settle for himself.) Another day they 
wandered through the ruins of an ancient 
Greek city at Ampurias, dating back to 
500 B.C. Nearby they watched archeolo- 
gists unearthing a Roman city almost as 
old. Between times, they occupied their 
time skin-diving, boating, bowling out- 
doors and just sun-bathing. 

The McNultys quickly found that Span- 
ish eating and beach customs are odd by 
American standards, and capitalized on 
them. The Spanish, for instance, never 
appear on the beach before 11 a.m., and 
leave for lunch at 2. Thus the McNultys 
had the beaches to themselves in early 
morning and after 2:30. But they found 
themselves sliding into Spanish eating 
habits—coffee and rolls for breakfast, a 
late lunch and an even later dinner (9 
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clear blue waters. He could see fish, but wasn't quick enough to spear them. 


p.m. at the earliest; 10 is not unusual). 

Eating was quite an experience, since 
the menus featured combinations néw to 
American palates (such as boiled rice with 
a fried egg, a fried banana and tomato 
sauce ) and many things Americans do not 
eat. Bettina never did overcome her 
squeamishness about squid cooked in its 
own ink. But the couple enjoyed tortillas 
made with squash blossoms.

Each day the chances grow stronger that you 
will pick up your telephone — and have the 
mouthpiece spray you with water. 

If you escape that one, a gadget hidden 
under your car hood may start screeching 
like a wounded wildcat just as you pull up at 
church. Or your new necktie, a gift from 
friends, will turn suddenly from a conserva- 
tive blue to a hideous green with gravy spots 
all over it. 

These are only a few of the “gags” people 
can pull on you. And it doesn’t matter what 
you think of their sense of humor. For the 
gagsters are multiplying, and we sane, se- 
date bystanders are to blame. Studies show 
that gadget-type jokes make us laugh loudest _ 
of all. Psychologically, it’s our approval, 
expressed via laughter, that the gagster craves. 

It’s apparent that the manufacturtrs of 
“jokes and novelties” have come a long way 
in 10 years. They did a multimillion-dollar 
business in 1956, a banner year, and they 
expect 1957 to be even bigger. One reason 
suggested is man’s unrest in today's world. 
“Jokes” afford a sense of relief — and occa- 
sionally produce murderous reactions. 

Take, for instance, the mousetrap that 
doesn’t catch mice, but does toss golf balls 
out of the cup as fast as they are putted in. 
A tournament player in Texas was the victim 
of this one. His long birdie shot dropped 
beautifully —and popped out again, land- 
ing three feet away. This so unnerved him 
that he 1) took the perpetrator out behind a 
bush and whammed him with fists, 2) dis- 
covered that the perpetrator actually was 
two other fellows, now convulsed with 
laughter, 3) instructed his lawyer to file suit 
against them, 4) quit the tournament be- 
cause he was upset and his attorney said he 
had no basis for a suit. 

You see? You can’t win. 

All gadget gagsters are not oafish. Alarm- 
ingly, your own mother or wife or husband 
may be one of the worst. Some are bankers, 
industrialists, movie stars. 

One veteran fun-shop operator tells of a 
long-standing feud between a 10-year-old girl 
and her 81-year-old grandmother. The little 
girl snuck a dribble glass into Grannie’s table 


CIGAR ASH about to drop worries Broadway 
dancer Mary Ellen Terry. Ash is a stuck-on phony. 
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setting at Thanksgiving dinner. Her indig- 
nant parents wanted to spank her, but Gran- 
nie intervened. She got her own revenge. 
She left a tempting chocolate bar lying 
around, but it just happened to be made of 
rubber which released hot-pepper sauce when 
Little Audrey bit into it. 

Squirting ink is another favorite. One gag- 
ster attended the inauguration ball of a Cali- 
fornia governor. Introduced to the state’s 
new first lady, he asks for her autograph, 
extends his fountain pen —- which “accident- 
ally” squirts blue ink all over her white eve- 
ning gown. 


MORNING COFFEE can be upsetting when saucer 
keeps rising with cup. A suction device does it. 


She screeches. The governor pales. Attend- 
ants and others around are horrified and in- 
dignant. But Mr. Gagster pretends only to 
be confused. He even insists there is nothing 
wrong. “Ink?” he asks. “What ink?” 

Lo, there is none! The gown is as clean as 
new-blown snow. (Good ink of this type will 
oxidize and disappear in about 40 seconds. ) 

Ah well, he will brag of it for decades to 
come. And so will the clever one who drops 
in to watch your TV set one night. This 
bumblesome bruiser lures you out into the 
kitchen, noisily breaks a plain piece of glass 
behind the sofa, then cries out in alarm. You 
rush in, only to find the glass front of your 
TV screen showing ugly, radiating cracks. 

Your embarrassed friend makes a hasty 
exit — without offering to pay. You click off 
the set, then grouse all night. Only tomorrow, 
maybe, do you discover that he had simply 
stuck on a 50¢ transparent plastic sheet, fak- 
ing those cracks and breaks“Phe urge to kill 
assails you, but there are laws.

What the new 


If you’re one of the 40 million people who, together, 
own $41 billion of Government savings bonds, the fact 
that Congress is raising the yield of “E” bonds to 3% 
per cent will add to your nest egg — especially if you 
know how to use them to advantage. 

In the first two months of 1957, Uncle Sam had to 
cash in $973 million worth of E bonds and sold only 
$826 million of new ones. The gap was all the more 
conspicuous because the average American otherwise 
has been doing some fairly noticeable saving — re- 
cently squirreling away a nickel of every dollar that 
came his way. But he’s been storing more money in 
other forms of savings than he has in Government 
bonds, 

The fact is, the old 3 per cent yield on E bonds lost 
much of its appeal when interest rates offered by other 
riskless depositaries last year bounced up to 3% and

4 per cent. Even the Government's $1,000 bonds, 
bought mostly by larger investors, have come to yield 
a husky 3% per cent, while the return on many cor- 
porate bonds and tax-exempt municipal bonds has 
climbed to 4 per cent. 

E bonds still rank next to insurance as the most- 
favored place to save, with 20 per cent of Americans’ 
cash savings invested in them. This $41 billion-dollar 
grubstake is all the more remarkable because three- 
fourths of it was saved $18.75 and $37.50 at a time. 

But if E bonds are one of the most widely held 
forms of savings, they also may be one of the most mis- 
managed. Last year, three out of five buyers paid for 
E bonds via payroll deduction. But the University of 
Michigan Survey Research Center found that their 
aims varied considerably. 

Young buyers, 18 to 34, buy bonds chiefly to save.

People in their middle years 
accumulate them primarily to educate children. After 
44. retirement savings become most important. Be- 
cause of the nature of E bonds, these aims sometimes 
are off the mark. The mistake is using E bonds for 
short-range goals, when they really are adjusted for 
long-distance targets. That's because they earn a lower 
rate of interest in their first few years. 


Better Long-term Prospects 


[he Treasury Department has paftly ironed out 
this disadvantage in the new issue. Previously, you had 
to hold bonds nine years and eight months to earn the 
full 3 per cent. Now the bond you buy for $18.75 will 
be worth $25 in eight years and 11 months. 

If you're saving for furniture or a car next year, 
or a house or baby in a couple of years, your money 


can earn more in a bank, credit union, association or 
other institution paying 3 per cent or better. Deposited 
in a Savings institution that pays you the same 3% 
per cent as E bonds but from the start, $75 grows to 
$77.40 at the end of the first year and $80 at the end 
of the second, compared to $76.70 and $79.20, re- 
spectively, in E bonds. Shortly after three years the 
E bond catches up to the other 3% per cent account. 

But for longer-range plans such as education and 
retirement, or as a backlog against a rainy day, E bonds 
have their own advantage. They can be the “poor 
man’s tax-exempt security.” That's because you can 
report as income the increase in value each year — 
or wait to report the entire increase the year you cash 
the bonds. If you're holding bonds for retirement or 
as a backlog against unemployment, you'll profit by 
not reporting the interest until you do cash them, since 
with little other taxable income you might escape the 
tax completely. Even for lowest-bracket taxpayers, a 
tax-free 31% per cent is as good as the 4 per cent you'd 
get in Government-guaranteed savings accounts. ( Nor 
is the return on E bonds subject to any state or local 
income taxes. ) 

Since the new bonds earn more, would it pay to 


cash in and reinvest your old 3 per cent bonds? Not if 
you've had them over two years and a half. While your 
old E bonds earn only 2.2 per cent by that time, from 
then on they pay an average of 3.3 per cent. It would 
pay to trade in more recent bonds. 

Don’t cash in bonds matured before May, 1952, 
however. These already are earning more than 3% 
per cent. Those which matured after May, 1952 are 
more suitable candidates for tradins, in. They are 
earning only 3 per cent. But if you cash them in, not 
only will you immediately owe tax on the increase in 
value, but will have to wait three more years for the 
new bonds to begin earning 3 per cent. 

The Treasury also will be glad to sell you some nice 
new H bonds, the smallest of which costs $500. In- 
stead of waiting until you cash it in to collect your 
interest from H bonds, the postman brings you a check 
(taxable income, of course) every six months. Like E 
bonds, they produce earnings on an ascending curve, 
averaging 31% per cent after a 10-year maturity. But 
for obvious reasons they are not really as suitable for 
the small saver.

Going steady: “I am a girl of 14 and very 
mature for my age. For five months I have 
been going steady with a boy 18. Now my 
parents think we are getting too serious and 
have forbidden me to see him. Jim and | 
decided to ask your advice.” — L. B., Baton 
Rouge, La. 

Even though I have my own ideas on sub- 
jects discussed in this column, I usually go 
into a huddle with others who have met .the 
same or similar problems before I answer a 
letter. Here are some of the comments I jotted 
down after talking over L. B.’s situation with 
my panel of older students: 

“This girl is out of her league. Next year 
her guy will probably go into the Army or to 
college. He even may want to get married.” 

“Tell her not to fence herself in. She isn’t 
old enough to know what she wants.” 

“Ask her to think back to when she was 12. 
Does she still do the same things for fun? 
Does she still like the same boys? Then tell 
her she’s going to change even more in the 
next two years. I did, and so did my friends.” 

This last point was brought out clearly in 
a nation-wide survey of girls between the ages 
of 11 and 18, conducted by the Girl Scouts 
of the U.S.A. It found that girls change more 
between 14 and 16 than in any other two- 
year span studied. 

L. B. says she’s “mature for her age.” Most 
girls are — that is, they are more mature at 
14 than most boys of that age. And it’s nat- 
ural for them to like to date older boys. 

I agree with my panel. a. 14, you can’t 
possibly know enough about boys — or your- 
self —— to get too serious.

On exhibit here, this Easter Sunday, are 
seven startlingly realistic scenes from the 
life of Christ that invariably cause visitors 
to stare in amazement and speak in self- 
conscious whispers. 

The scenes, all miniatures, are magnifi- 
cently lighted and done in a combination 
of sculpture and painting. Seeing them, 
vou are whisked backward in time to the 
davs when Jesus walked on earth. 

You may feel yourself standing atop a 
rocky hill in the Holy Land, looking down 
upon one of the hated Roman tariff gates. 
[he rutted chariot road indicates a main 
trade artery; broken wheels in the fore- 
ground serve as a sharp reminder of the 
terrorism of that day when the Roman 
chariot symbolized sudden death to the 
Jews. Coins on the table before the tax 
collector are of real gold, carefully melted 
down from old jewelry by designer Paul 
Cunningham. 


Hair — and Rust Stains 


In another scene a mob of 100 noisy, 
crowding characters seems suddenly to 
come to life at the gates of Jerusalem 
where the doomed Jesus stumbles beneath 
the weight of the cross. There is chest and 
arm hair on these animated Biblical fig- 
ures —~ which decrease in size toward the 
horizon from 21” tall to less than 12”. 
Faces are lined with hatred, fear, love as 
the setting demands. Fingernails are 
broken or neat. Coiffures are historically 
accurate. There. even are faint rust stains 
beneath the iron bolts of the heavy wooden 
gates. 

Such re-creations,- part of the 25 he has 
dedicated his life to complete, represent 
more than 20 years of exhausting research 
and often discouraging effort by Cunning- 
ham, a quiet, friendly little man of 51. 

As a free-lance artist, he had done re-

ligious paintings for various churches. 
One day he realized he could not depend 
on the accuracy of many Bible illustra- 
tions. “The Nativity, for example, was 
usually shown spotlessly clean, like a mod- 
ern hospital,” he says. “My interest leaped 
as I began to research in the Library of 
Congress, in Rome and other places. 
Shortly I saw that here was a long-overdue 
job — one I must do.” 

The seven scenes completed thus far 
range in width from 6’ to 8’, in depth from 
3’ to 5’. They include the Nativity; “Fol- 
low Me”; the Woman at the Well; the 
Last Supper; Peter's Denial; Bearing the 
Cross, and the Crucifixion. 

Cunningham works almost entirely in 
wood, feeling that no other material is so 
easy to shape and paint, yet so resistant to 
shock. He uses mostly only a good-quality

pocketknife with razor-sharp “gimlet”- 
shaped blade. A fierce perfectionist, he 
sometimes designs and rejects a dozen dif- 
ferent compositions for a scene. 

He will go to incredible extremes for 
accuracy and realism. For instance, the 
shepherds in the Nativity portray a family 
type, hence all have the same shape noses; 
their staffs all are properly crooked at the 
ends. Natural-skin finish for the donkey 
was assured by sprinkling ground wool 
onto still-wet paint. Incidentally, President 
Eisenhower served unknowingly as a 
model for Bartholomew in the Last Sup- 
per; the figure is based on an old picture 
of Ike leaning over a table while with 
General MacArthur in the Philippines. 


To the Last Petal 


A few discrepancies, such as extremely 
minor architectural details, have been un- 
avoidable. But all Cunningham's flowers, 
trees and shrubs were copied from color 


pictures brought back from the Holy Land. 


. Figures first were modeled in clay, then 


copied in wood, each being constructed 
from the skeleton outward. 

Muth of the costume detail had to be 
gotten from European libraries, and often 
translated. In his scene with the woman 
of Samaria, for example, Christ wears the 
typical flowing robe of the hot lands. Yet 
it is woven from coarse wool, with a 
shawl of the type that often was used as 
a blanket at night when the wearer found 
it necessary to sleep on the ground. 

The most rewarding aspect of this life- 
time labor, Cunningham says, comes from 
the lasting effect it has upon viewers, par- 
ticularly children. He repeatedly has re- 
fused to sell or lease his exhibits. He re- 
cently turned down an offer from a 
wealthy backer who wished to become a 
silent partner. Cunningham told him sim- 
ply, “I already have a Silent Partner.” @

HOLLYWOOD. 
This may sound like fiction to thousands of 
young hopefuls who have journeyed here 
trying to crash the movie studios, but today 
practically anyone with dramatic training or 
experience can get an audition in Hollywood. 
So desperate are the studios for new faces, 
in fact, that you don’t even have te come to 


Hollywood. Hollywood will come to you. 


Take the man pictured at left — Ben 
Bard, chief of 20th Century-Fox’s new talent 
department. He has just visited 22 college 
campuses, seeking actors. “Before the year is 
out,” he says, “I plan to scout the drama 
students of at least another 30 colleges. 
Students, no matter how ambitious, can’t 
take time off and come out here. It pays me 
to visit them on their home grounds.” 

Why has Hollywaod changed so radically? 
The answer traces to the established stars. 
Nowadays they are 1) asking more money 
than the studios want to pay, 2) refusing to 
act in screenplays unless they find suitable 
roles and 3) proving too old, in many cases, 
to attract today’s main audience: the teen- 
agers. 

For example, Clark Gable (56), Cary 
Grant (53) and Gary Cooper (56) won't 
work in a film for $150,000 or so. They 
want 10 per cent of the gross. Grant's take 
from To Catch a Thief was $800,000; Ty- 
rone Power's from Mississippi Gambler, 
$835,000; Gable’s from The Tall Men, 
$750,000; Jimmy Stewart's from The Glenn 
Miller Story an estimated $2,000,000. 

Studio officials say such payoffs are pro- 
hibitive. “Our one big chance in this busi- 
ness,” says Buddy Adler, production chief at 
20th Century, “is to find and encourage new 
talent. Our door is open to every actor, actress, 
writer and director of background.” 

These are not idle words. In the past year, 
20th Century has signed nearly a scure of 
unknowns. Two or three, the studio hopes, 
will make the grade. 

Other studios here aren't quite so accessi- 
ble, but all are signing young talent. Un- 
knowns tend to be cheap, amenable, hard- 
working, uncomplaining — and _ profitable.

NTIL A FEW WEEKS AGO, there was noth- 
ing funny about the American Museum of 
Natural in New York City. For 

the last 80 years oy & been one of the world's 
great museums. 

And like most museums described as ‘one 

of the world’s greatest,” it is vast, scholarly, 
strictly professional. True, its exhibits are very 


entertaining, but not in a manner to send visi- 


tors rollicking through the halls chuckling and 
guffawing. 

But now there is something funny at the 
museum. It is a series of mural cartoons by 
the satirical illustrator, Robert C. Osborn, spoof- 
ing a variety of staid museum activities. The 
drawings cover the walls of the main cafeteria, 
where visitors may now find a little mental as 
well as physical relaxation. 

The murals are the outcome of a discus- 
sion on humor in education that Museum Di- 
rector Alfred E. Parr had with Osborn at a re- 
cent International Design Conference at Aspen, 
Colorado. 

According to Dr. Parr: “Humor has an im- 
portant place in a museum such as this. As 
every speaker knows, it is necessary to make 
an amusing statement occasionally in order to 
keep the interest of the audience. Since we 
like to consider our exhibits as three -dimen- 
sional lectures, the humor of Mr. Osborn’s in- 
spired art is the first step towards making 
humor an integral part of what this museum 
has to say to its public.” 

Osborn was given free rein in conceiving 
the illustrations, which he executed in his fa- 
miliar sharp and simple outline style. The 
drawings were photographed and the mural en- 
largements were pasted, like wallpaper, to the 
upper half of the cafeteria walls. The enlarge- 
ments were then brightened with pastel dyes.

ISSOURI, WHICH HAS MORE IRON in its 
system than it ever suspected, is experi- 
encing an unprecedented m in that min- 
eral. Current iron ore mining activity is centered 
in Howell and Oregon counties about 15 miles 
north of the Arkansas line. A much more exten- 
sive operation is beginning to take form in Frank- 
lin County, about an hour’s drive from St. Louis. 

The potential of the deposits in Franklin and 
surrounding counties has been described by the 
spokesman for one steel company as "something 
that might be of tremendous value to the whole 
economy of eastern Missouri.” Neighboring re- 
gions where drilling operations are in progress 
are in Crawford, Dent and Iron counties. 

Several factors contribute to the renewed min- 
ing interest in Missouri. First, there is the expan- 
sion in the steel industry, creating demands upon 
previously unexploited iron ore deposits. goc- 
ondly, the accessibility of newl eee Missouri 
ore to Alabama, Tennessee pots ois mills is 
attracting steel companies that hitherto looked to 
Canada, Labrador, Peru and other countries for 
fresh sources of supply. The latter regions fre- 
quently involve high transshipping costs. 

A third element is price, important to both 
producer and consumer. Ten years ago Mis 
souri's brown ore (limonite) brought only $2.00 a 
ton, and operators wouldn't waste their time dig- 
ging it out.

Refugees and Rice in South Viet Nam 


Displaced Persons From North Part of Country Develop Rich Farming Community in Caisan Area

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This strange-looking contraption on a canal in the 
Caisan area of South Viet Nam is an ingenious fishing 
device. It is composed of a drop net rigged on bamboo 
poles; the net can be lowered into the water, is raised by 
the spring action of the poles when full. An estimated 
45,000 refugees from Communist North Viet Nam have 
been resettled in Caisan since early in 1956. In one 
of the most successful development programs thus far 
achieved in the country, the refugees have carved out 
a rich rice-farming community of some 33,600 acres. 
South Viet Nam‘s refugee program is being financed 
almost entirely by the United States. 


Primitive agricultural methods still are used in 
Caisan, such as this rice-threshing operation. By 
hand, the rice is put through a sieve-like basket 
suspended from a makeshift tripod. Despite crude 
methods and tools the refugees get a yield of ap- 
proximately 9500 metric tons (a metric ton is 2203 
pounds) of rice at each harvest. Caisan’s bumper 
crops contributed importantly in this year's expor- 
tation of rice by Viet Nam for first time since 1955. 


Busy canal, lined with thatched huts, is one of a 


number of Caisan waterways which serve both as 
transportation routes and drainage ditches for the 
rice fields. Caisan is located in the rich Mekong 
River delta, about 150 miles to the south of Saigon, 
the capital of South Viet Nam. The eventual 


refugee population goal for Caisan is 100,000.

AKED ALASKA is the in- 
triguing name given a 
dessert that originated 
more than half a century 
ago in the era of such fab- 
ulous New York restaurants 
as Delmonico’s. It is made 
of sponge cake, frozen fruit 
and ice cream, coated with 
a fluffy meringue quickly 
baked to a delicate brown. 
Because it requires only a 
few minutes to prepare, this 
dessert can come in handy 
when time is of the essence. 
Pauline Belli of St. Louis 
serves it while the ice cream 
is still firm and the meringue 
is contrastingly warm. 
Miss Belli uses a large 
sponge cake baked in a 


Bits of cake are used to fill in center

nine-inch tube pan. She 
slices off a one-inch - thick 
layer of the cake, fills the 
center hole with scraps of 
cake. Remainder of the 
cake may be iced or used 
for another such dessert. 

The cake layer is placed 
on a heatproof platter (or 
on a wooden board) which 
is removed before serving. 
The frozen strawberries are 
placed in the center of the 
cake, and covered with 
mounds of ice cream. A 
one-inch edge of the cake 
is left bare. 

Egg whites are beaten un- 
til frothy, after which salt 
and six tablespoons of pow- 
dered sugar are added. The 
mixture, beaten until it 
stands in high peaks, is 
spread over the ice cream
